The  Act  of  1865  providing  a  "Uniform  System  of  Free 
Public  Schools  for  the  State  of  Maryland,"  made  it  one  of 
the  duties  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  to  organize  a 
State  Normal  School  "for  the  instruction  and  practice  of 
Teachers  of  Public  Schools  in  the  Science  of  Education  and 
the  Art  of  Teaching  and  the  mode  of  governing  Schools." 

In  consequence  of  the  difl&culty  of  procuring  suitable 
rooms,  the  School  was  not  opened  till  the  l5th  of  January, 
1866.  Commencing  at  that  date  with  eleven  students,  the 
numbers  steadily  increased,  till  at  the  close  of  the  session, 
June  8th,  there  were  forty-eight  names  on  the  roll.  There 
is  good  reason  to  believe  that  the  School  will  re-open  in 
September  with  largely  increased  numbers. 

Each  county  is  entitled  to  send  two  students  for  each 
member  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  and  one  for  each 
Senator^  making  the  apportionment  as  follows:  Allegany 
County,    11;  xlnne   Arundel,  5;  Baltimore  City,  39;  Balti- 
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more  County,  13;  Calvert,  3;  Caroline,  5;  Carroll,  11;  Cecil, 
9;  Charles,  3;  Dorchester,  5;  Frederick,  13;  Harford,  9 
Howard,  5;  Kent,  5;  Montgomery,  5;  Prince  George's,  5 
Queen  Anne's,  5;  St.  Mary's,  3;  Somerset,  7;  Talbot,  5 
Washington,  11;  Worcester,  7. 

Persons  desiring  to  enter  the  School  should  apply  to  the 
Board  of  School  Commissioners  of  their  respective  counties. 
Applicants  must  be  at  least  sixteen  years  of  age  (seventeen, 
if  young  men,)  and  must  give  evidence  of  good  moral  char- 
acter and  a  fair  elementary  education.  If  the  quota  of  any 
county  is  filled,  candidates  from  that  county  should  apply 
to  the  State  Superintendent,  accompanying  their  application 
with  a  letter  of  recommendation  from  the  County  Board  of 
School  Commissioners. 


Those  who  pledge  themselves  to  teach  in  the  Public 
Schools  of  the  State  have  nothing  to  pay  for  Tuition  or 
Books.  A  limited  number  of  Students  will  be  received 
without  such  a  pledge,  on  paying  ^25  a  session,  and  fur- 
nishing their  own  books.  Boarding  may  be  had  in  the  city 
at  from  four  to  five  dollars  a  week. 


The  Fall  Session  will  commence  on  Monday,  September 
17,  and  end  on  the  20th  of  December.  The  Winter  Ses- 
sion will  commence  Monday,  January  7th,  and  end  on  the 
5iA  of  April.  There  will  be  a  Summer  Session  (of  the 
Preparatory  Class  only)  commencing  Ap>ril  Sth^  and  ending 
June  2Sth. 


ACADEMIC. 

Although  the  main  object  of  the  Normal  School  is  "not 
to  eduQate  teachers  in  studies  now  required  by  law,  but  to 
receive  such  as  are  found  competent  in  these  studies,  and 
to  train  them  in  the  best  methods  of  teaching  and  conduct- 
ing Public  Schools;"  yet  it  has  been  considered  necessary 
under  present  circumstances  to  devote  a  considerable  portion 
of  time  to  Academic  instruction.  In  the  Preparatory  and  the 
Junior  Class  a  rapid  review  is  made  of  elementary  studies, — 
Spelling,  Reading,  Writing,  Arithmetic,  Greography,  Grram- 
mar,  History;  not  only  for  the  purpose  of  refreshing  the 
memory  of  the  Students,  but  also  to  afford  an  opportunity 
of  illustrating,  practically  and  in  detail,  some  of  the  best 
methods  of  presenting  these  subjects  to  the  minds  of 
children. 

The  Academic  studies  of  the  Senior  Class,  for  the  present 
year,  will  be  Algebra^,  Geometry,  Rhetoric,  English  Lit- 
erature and  the  Natural  Sciences. 

In  all  the  classes  special  attention  is  given  to  Drawing, 
Vocal  Music,  and  Calisthenics,  with  the  view  of  enabling 
teachers  to  introduce  these  subjects  into  Primary  and  Gram- 
mar Schools. 

PEOPESSIOIAL. 

While  the  outline  of  the  Course  of  Instruction  corres- 
ponds, at  least  in  part,  with  that  of  our  best  High  Schools, 
the  purpose  and  aim  of  the  High  and  the  Normal  School 
are  essentially  different.  In^the  High  School,  the  aim  of 
the  Teacher  is  to  communicate  knowledge;  in  the  Normal 
School,  it  is  to  cultivate  the  power  of  communicating  know- 
ledge.    In  the  High  School,  the  object  of  the  student  is  to 


learn,  so  as  to  know;  in  the  Normal  School  it  is  to  learn,  so 
as  to  teach.  The  purpose  of  the  High  School  is  to  produce 
good,  intelligent,  well-informed  citizens;  the  purpose  of  the 
Normal  School  is  to  produce  good,  efficient,  and  zealous 
Teachers.  There  is  therefore  no  antagonism,  no  room  even 
for  competition,  between  the  High  and  the  Normal  'School; 
for  though  dealing  with  the  same  subjects,  they  pursue  dif- 
ferent ends  and  by  different  means.  A  sound  elementary 
education  is  a  good  preparation  for  the  Normal  School;  a 
thorough  High  School  course  is  still  better;  and  it  is  hoped 
that  before  long,  a  High  School  diploma  or  its  equivalent 
will  be  necessary  to  secure  admission  to  the  State  Normal 
School, 

The  subjects  embraced  in  the  more  strictly  Professional 
part  of  the  Course  are  the  History  of  Public  Schools  and 
Popular  Education;  the  Philosophy  of  Mind,  so  far  as  it 
furnishes  the  foundation  of  Educational  Theories;  Educa- 
tion, as  a  Positive  Science;  Teaching,  as  an  Art;  Methods 
of  Instruction,  Classification,  Grovernment,  and  Discipline; 
The  School  Law  of  Maryland  in  its  relation  to  Citizens, 
Teachers,  and  School  Officers;  the  Duties  and  Qualificatians 
of  Public  School  Teachers. 

The  Science  of  Education  is  still  in  its  infancy.  The 
principles  on  which  it  is  based,  founded  as  they  are  on  the 
unchangeable  laws  of  mind,  are  easily  apprehended,  and 
command  assent  as  soon  as  they  are  announced.  But  the 
best  mode  of  carrying  them  into  effect  is  still  a  matter  of 
experiment.  The  Faculty  of  the  Normal  School  therefore 
disclaim  all  intention  of  making  teachers  to  order,  of  pro- 
nouncing in  every  instance  which  is  the  right  way  of  teach- 
ing every  subject,  or  of  deciding  in  every  case  the  proper 
method  of  dealing  with  all  the  practical  difficulties  of  the 
school-room.  It  is  their  wish  to  extend  and  multiply  the 
facilities  of  the  teacher,  and  not  to  cramp  his   energies  by 


adherence  to  a  rigid  formalism.  Their  object  is  rather  to 
eradicate  the  dogmatism  of  the  past  than  to  inculcate  a 
newer,  even  though  it  be  a  better  dogmatism.  They  seek 
(as  the  very  first  step  in  the  march  of  improvement)  to  break 
up  the  pernicious  routine,  by  which,  from  generation  to 
generation,  each  following  blindly  in  the  steps  of  its  prede- 
cessor, false  methods  have  become  so  hallowed  by  custom, 
that  all  intelligent  investigation  has  been  checked.  They 
endeavor  to  substitute  the  precepts  of  Nature,  Reason,  and 
Philosophy  for  the  absurd  demands  of  tradition.  Their 
aim  is  not  to  convert  their  students  into  pedants  and  mar- 
tinets, (of  whom  there  are  enough  already)  but  to  call  into 
the  liveliest  exercise  the  peculiar  talents  of  every  individual, 
and  to  bring  these  talents,  under  the  direction  of  a  sound 
Philosophy,  to  bear  upon  the  work  of  the  Teacher.  They 
think  that  the  Soldiers  of  the  Army  of  Education  should  be 
not  merely  well-drilled  operators,  but  active  thinkers,  intel- 
ligent workers,  accustomed  to  use  their  own  faculties,  and 
to  follow  the  dictates  of  enlightened  common  sense.  Above 
all  things,  do  they  consider  it  important  that  teachers  should 
form  a  high  ideal  of  their  position  and  duties;  that  it  should 
be  well  understood  that  the  days  of  mere  school-keeping  and 
lesson-hearing  are  numbered;  that  oral  instruction  must  to  a 
certain  extent  take  the  place  of  memoriter  recitations;  that 
the  teacher  is  no  longer  to  confine  himself  to  the  text-book 
as  the  beginning  and  the  end  of  all  that  is  to  be  taught  and 
learned;  that  the  teacher  as  a  moral  and  intellectual  agent 
must  come  sometimes  into  direct  contact  with  his  scholars  as 
moral  and  intellectual  subjects,  and  not  always  through  the 
medium  of  a  book;  and  that  want  of  success  in  the  govern- 
ment or  instruction  of  a  school  is  an  indication  of  incom- 
petency on  the  part  of  the  teacher. 

They  seek  also  to  combat  the  old  and  dangerous  heresy, 
that  the  communication  of  knowledge  is  the  sole  or  even  the 


main  object  of  the  educator.  They  sincerely  believe  and 
earnestly  teach  that  the  amount  of  book-learning  usually 
obtained  at  school  is  but  of  small  importance  compared  with 
the  moral  and  intellectual  habits  which  are  there  acquired. 
They  would  make  the  direct  acquisition  of  knowledge  in 
school  subordinate  to  the  development  of  the  power  and 
desire  to  use  that  knowledge  and  to  add  to  it  after  leaving 
school, — regarding  the  one  as  money  locked  up  in  a  strong 
box,  of  which  the  key  may  happen  to  be  lost,  the  other  as 
money  invested  in  good  securities  at  compound  interest. 

They  earnestly  endeavor  to  impress  upon  their  students, 
that  the  cultivation  of  the  intellectual  powers  is  only  part  of 
a  teacher's  work.  The  physical  well-being  of  the  scholar 
is  entrusted  to  the  teacher  during  school  hours,  and,  as  far 
as  he  can  control  it,  after  school  hours;  and  the  laws  of 
health  are  as  necessary  to  be  taught  as  the  laws  of  Gram- 
mar. The  conscience  needs  the  guiding  hand  of  the  teacher 
as  well  as  the  reason;  the  duties  of  the  child  to  society,  to 
his  country  and  his  Grod,  need  to  be  explained  and  enforced 
as  well  as  his  duties  to  teachers  and  parents. 


A  beginning  of  a  library  has  been  made;  and  additions 
are  expected  every  year. 

A  considerable  amount  of  Chemical  and  Philosophical 
Apparatus  has  already  been  procured;  and  funds  are  in 
hand  to  purchase,  at  an  early  date,  whatever  is  necessary  to 
place  this  department  in  a  state  of  complete  efficiency. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Board  to  form,  in  connexion  with 
the  Normal  School,  an  Educational  Museum,  where  every 
valuable  novelty  or  improvement  in  Educational  apparatus 
will  be  collected.

The  Act  of  1865  providing  a  "Uniform  System  of  Free  Public 
Schools  for  the  State  of  Maryland,"  made  it  one  of  the  daties  of 
the  State  Board  of  Education  to  organize  a  State  Normal  School 
"for  the  instruction  and  practice  of  Teachers  of  Public  Schools  in 
the  Science  of  Education  and  the  Art  of  Teaching  and  the  mode 
of  governing  Schools." 

Each  county  is  entitled  to  send  two  students  for  each  member 
of  the  House  of  Delegates,  and  one  for  each  Senator,  making  the 
apportionment  as  follows:  Allegany  Gaunty,  11;  Anne  Arundel, 
5;  Baltimore  City,  39;  Baltimore  County,  13;  Calvert,  3;  Caroline, 
5;  Carroll,  11;  Cecil,  9;  Charles,  3;  Dorchester,  5;  Frederick,  13; 
Harford,  9;  Howard,  5;  Kent,  5;  Montgomery,  5;  Prince  George's, 
5;  Queen  Anne's,  5;  St  Mary's,  3;  Somerset,  7;  Talbot,  5;  Wash- 
ington, 11;  Worcester,  7. 

Persons  desiring  to  enter  the  School  should  apply  to  the  Board 
of  School  Commissioners  of  their  respective  counties.  Applicants 
must  be  at  least  sixteen  years  of  age  (seventeen,  if  young  men,) 
and  must  give  evidence  of  good  moral  character  and  a  fair  ele- 
mentary education.     If  the  quota  of  any  county  is  filled,  candi-

dates  from  that  county  should  apply  to  the  State  Superintendent, 
accompanying  their  application  with  a  letter  of  recommendation 
from  the  Countv  Board  of  School  Commissioners. 


The  Fall  Session  will  commence-  on  Monday,  Septemher  16th, 
and  end  on  the  20th  of  December.  The  Winter  Session  will  com- 
mence Monday,  Jo.nuo.ry  6th,  and  end  on  the  5th  of  April. 


.Those  who  pledge  themselves  to  teach  in  the  Public  Schools  of 
the  Sta,te  have  nothing  to  pay  for  Tuition  or  Books.  A  limited 
number  of  Students  will  be  received  without  such  a  pledge,  on 
paying  $25  a  session,  and  furnishing  their  own  books. 


Boarding  in  the  City  costs  $4  a  week  and  upwards,  according 
to  accommodations.  A  small  number  of  Students  will  be  received 
into  the  family  of  one  of  the  Teachers.  To  secure  a  place,  appli- 
cation should  be  made  to  the  Principal  (by  letter)  before  the  Isi 
of  September.

Although  the  main  object  of  the  Normal  School  is  "not  to  edu- 
cate teachers  in  studies  now  required  by  law,  but  to  receive  such 
as  are  found  competent  in  these  studies,  and  to  train  them  in  the 
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best  methods  of  teaching  and  conducting  Public  Schools;"  yet  it 
has  been  considered  necessary  under  present  circumstances  to 
devote  a  considerable  portion  of  time  to  x\cademic  instruction. 
In  the  Junior  Class  a  rapid  review  is  made  of  elementary  studies: 
Spelling,  Beading,  Writing,  Arithmetic,  Geograj^hy,  Grammar, 
History;  not  only  for  the  purpose  of  refreshing  the"  memory  of  the 
Students,  but  also  to  afford  an  opportunity  of  illustrating,  practi- 
cally and  in  detail,  some  of  the  best  methods  of  presenting  these 
subjects  to  the  minds  of  children. 

The  Academic  studies  of  the  Senior  Class,  for  the  present  year, 
will  be  Algebra,  Geometry,  Rhetoric,  English  Literature  and  the 
Natural  Sciences. 

In  all  the  classes  special  attention  is  given  to  Drawing,  Vocal 
Music,  and  Calisthenics,  with  the  view  of  enabling  teachers  to 
introduce  these  subjects  into  Primary  and  Grammar  Schools. 

The  subjects  embraced  in  the  more  strictly  Professional  part  of 
the  course  are  the  History  of  Public  Schools  and  Popular  Educa- 
tion; the  Philosophy  of  Mind,  so  far  as  it  furnishes  the  foundation 
of  Educational  Theories;  Education,  as  a  Positive  Science;  Teach- 
ing, as  an  Art;  Methods  of  Instruction,  Classification  and  Govern- 
ment; The  School  Law  of  Maryland  in  its  relation  to  Citizens, 
Teachers,  and  School  Officers;  the  Duties  and  Qualifications  of 
Public  School  Teachers. 


The  Library  is  increasing  slowly,  but  steadily. 

The  Chemical  Apparatus  is  extensive,  and  amply  sufficient  for 
the  wants  of  the  School. 

The  Philosophical  Apj)aratus  has  been  largely  increased  during 
the  present  year;  and  it  is  intended  to  make,  from  time  to  time, 
such  further  additions  as  may  be  necessary. 
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The  Model  School  which  has  been  in  operation  since  Septem- 
ber, 1866,  has  been  of  great  service  to  the  Students,  giving  them 
the  advantage  of  seeing  the  principles  which  they  have  learned 
theoretically,  carried  into  practice  in  the  School  Eoom.  Arrange- 
ments have  been  made  for  conducting  the  School  on  a  larger  scale 
and  in  a  more  convenient  location  during  the  coming  year,  and  it 
is  hoped  that  the  usefulness  of  the  School  will  be  increased  in  a 
corresponding  degree.  ■    ■

The  Maryland  State  Normal  School,  established  by  the 
School  Law  of  1865,  and  re-organized  under  the  Law  of  1868,  is 
intended  "for  the  instruction  and  practice  of  teachers  in  the 
science  of  education,  the  art  of  teaching  and  the  mode  of  govern- 
ing schools." 


Each  County  is  entitled  to  send  two  students  for  each  of  its 
representatives  in  the  General  Assembly. 

The  apportionment  is  as  follows : 

Allegany  County,  12;  Anne  Arundel,  8;  Baltimore  County, 
14;  Baltimore  City,  42;  Calvert  County,  6;  Caroline,  6;  Carroll, 
10;  Cecil,  10;  Charles,  6;  Dorchester,  8;  Frederick,  14;  Harford, 
10;  Howard,  6 ;  Kent,  6;  Montgomery,  8;  Prince  George's,  8; 
Queen  Anne's,  6 ;  Saint  Mary's,  6 ;  Somerset,  6 ;  Talbot,  6 ; 
Washington,  12;  Wicomico,  6;  Worcester,  6. 

Persons  desiring  to  enter  the  School  should  make  application 
to  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners  of  their  respective  counties. 
The  Law  requires  the  appointees  to  be  not  less  than  sixteen  years  of 
age  if  young  women,  and  not  less  than  seventeen  if  young  men. 
They  should  have  a  good  elementary  education,  and  must  "file  a 
written  declaration  that  their  object  in  obtaining  admission  is  to 
qualify  themselves  as  Public  School  Teachers,  and  that  it  is  their 
intention  to  engage  in  the  profession  of  teaching  within  the  State." 
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When  the  legal  quota  of  any  County  is  filled,  applicants  from 
that  County  should  address  the  Princip)al,  enclosing  a  letter  of 
recommendation  from  the  County  Board  of  School  Commissioners. 

The  School  year  of  nine  months  is  divided  into  two  sessions. 
The  Fall  Session  commences  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  September. 
The  Winter  Session  commences  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  January, 
and  closes  on  the  last  Friday  in  May. 

Students  will  be  admitted  to  entrance  in  the  first  week  of  each 
session,  and  not  at  any  other  time,  unless  previous  arrangefments 
have  been  made  with  the  Principal  to  that  efi^ect. 

Exception  w'ill  be  made  in  favor  of  persons  engaged  in  teaching, 
who  will  be  received  at  the  close  of  any  of  their  regular  School 
terms,  previous  to  the  first  of  March. 


Students  appointed  by  the  County  Boards  or  by  the  Baltimore 
City  Board,  are  under  no  expense  for  Tuition,  Books  and  School 
Stationery. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  appointees,  a  limited  number  of 
students  will  be  received  of  the  proper  age  and  scholastic  acquire- 
ments, who  shall  pay  twenty-five  dollars  per  session  for  tuition, 
and  purchase  their  own  text  books. 

Such  students  will  not  be  required  to  file  the  declaration 
referred  to  above. 


Students  whose  parents  or  near  relatives  do  not  reside  in  the 
city  will  be  required  to  board  in  the  Boarding  House  connected 
with  the  ISTormal  School,  or  in  such  families  as  may  be  approved 
by  the  Principal. 
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The  Normal  School  Boarding  House  is  for  ladies  exclusively. 
The  charge  will  not  exceed  $4.50  a  week  for  Board,  Light  and 
Fuel. 

It  is  under  the  care  of  one  of  the  lady  Professors,  who  will 
insure  to  the  inmates  all  the  comforts  and  conveniences  of  a  well 
regulated  home. 

Students  desiring  board  will  give  ten  days  notice  to  the  Prin- 
cipal, and  the  same  before  leaving. 

The  Course  embraces  all  the  studies  required  by  the  School  Law 
to  be  taught  in  the  Public  Schools  of  the  State,  namely:  Ortho- 
graphy, Eeading,  Writing,  English  Grammar,  Geography,  History, 
Algebra,  Book-Keeping,  Physiology,  Vocal  Music  and  Drawing. 
Such  other  studies  will  be  added  from  time  to  time  as  the  progress 
of  the  students  will  justify.  But  a  thorough  mastery  of  the 
elements  of  school-learning  is  considered  to  be  of  much  greater 
importance  than  a  superficial  knowledge  of  the  so-called  "higher 
branches." 

Inquiries  are  often  made  regarding  the  length  of  time  required 
to  complete  the  Course.  It  is  impossible  to  give  a  definite  answer 
to  this  question.  The  examination  for  diplomas  is  open  to  all 
students  in  good  standing  who  have  been  at  the  School  for  one 
session  of  four  and  a  half  months.  The .  examination  is  made 
searching  and  rigid,  and  if  the  students  have  the  requisite  know- 
ledge, it  is  not  considered  of  any  importance  how  long  they  have 
been  in  obtaining  it.  Past  experience  shews  that  while  some 
students  have  graduated  in  one  year,  the  majority  require  two 
years. 

The  object  of  the  School  being  not  to  afford  a  liberal  education 
to  the  citizens,  but  to  give  professional  training  to  those  who 
intend  to  become  teachers,  all  the  departments  of  study  are  con- 
sidered but  as  means  to  this  end.    The  diploma  of  the  School  is  not 
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given  on  account  of  regular  attendance  merely,  nor  even  of  high 
attainments,  but  on  the  ground  of  a  fairly  developed  capacity 
for  teaching  and  governing,  in  addition  to  the  requisite  amount  of 
scholarship.  For  this  reason  every  student  who  proposes  to 
graduate  is  required  to  make  the  theory  and  j)ractice  of  teaching 
the  subject  of  special  study  for  at  least  half  a  session.  The 
Model  School  offers  great  facilities  for  obtaining  the  necessary 
practice  in  the  art  of  teaching;  and  it  is  required  that  all  gradu- 
ates spend  one  term  as  teachers  in  this  School  under  proper 
superintendence.

IP  HE  MAKYLAifD  State  Noemal  School,  established  by 
the  Scbool  Law  of  1865,  and  re-organized  under  the 
Law  of  1868,  is  intended  "  for  the  instruction  and 

practice  of  teachers  in  the  science  of  education,  the  art  of 

teaching  and  the  mode  of  governing  schools." 


ADMISSION. 

Each  County  is  entitled  to  send  two  students  for  each  of 
its  representatives  in  the  General  Assembly. 

The  apportionment  is  as  follows : 

Allegany  county,  12 ;  Anne  Arundel,  8 ;  Baltimore  county, 
14 ;  Baltimore  city,  42 ;  Calvert  county,  6 ;  Caroline,  6 ; 
Carroll,  10 ;  Cecil,  10 ;  Charles,  6 ;  Dorchester,  8 ;  Frederick, 
14 ;  Harford,  10  ;  Howard,  6 ;  Kent,  6  ;  Montgomery,  8 ; 
Prince  George's,  8 ;  Queen  Anne's,  6 ;  Saint  Mary's,  6 ;  Som- 
erset, 6 ;  Talbot,  6 :  Washington,  12 ;  Wicomico,  6 ;  Wor- 
cester, 6. 

Persons  desiring  to  enter  the  School  should  make  applica- 
tion to  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners  of  their  respective 
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counties.  The  Law  requires  the  appointees  to  be  not  less 
than  sixteen  years  of  age,  if  young  women,  and  not  less  than 
seventeen,  if  young  men.  They  should  have  a  good  elemen- 
tary education,  and  must  "  file  a  written  declaration  that  their 
object  in  obtaining  admission  is  to  qualify  themselves  as 
Public  School  Teachers,  and  that  it  is  their  intention  to  en- 
gage in  the  profession  of  teaching  within  the  State." 

When  the  legal  quota  of  any  County  is  filled,  applicants 
from  that  County  should  address  the  Principal,  enclosing  a 
letter  of  recommendation  from  the  County  Board  of  School 
Commissioners. 


SESSIONS. 

The  School  year  of  nine  months  is  divided  into  two 
sessions.  The  Fall  Session  commences  on  the  first  Tuesday 
in  September.  The  Winter  Session  commences  on  the  second 
Tuesday  in  January,  and  closes  on  the  last  Friday  in  May. 

Students  will  be  admitted  to  entrance  in  the  first  week  of 
each  session,  and  not  at  any  other  time,  unless  previous  arrange- 
ments have  been  made  with  the  Principal  to  that  effect. 

Exception  will  be  made  in  favor  of  persons  engaged  in 
teaching,  who  will  be  received  at  the  close  of  any  of  their 
regular  School  terms,  previous  to  the  first  of  March. 


EXPENSES. 

Students  appointed  by  the  County  Boards,  or  by  the  Balti- 
more City  Board,  are  under  no  expense  for  Tuition,  Books 
and  School  Stationery. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  appointees,  a  limited  number  of 
students  will  be.  received  of  the  proper  age  and  scholastic 
acquirements,  who  shall  pay  twenty-five  dollars  per  session 
for  tuition,  and  purchase  their  own  text  books. 

Such  students  will  not  be  required  to  file  the  declaration 
referred  to  above. 
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BOARDING. 

Students  whose  parents  or  near  relatives  do  not  reside  in 
the  city  will  be  required  to  board  in  the  Boarding  House  con- 
nected with  the  l^ormal  School,  or  in  such  families  as  may  be 
approved  by  the  Principal. 

The  I^Tormal  School  Boarding  House  is  for  ladies  exclu- 
sively. The  charge  will  not  exceed  $4.50  a  week  for  Board, 
Light  and  Fuel. 

It  is  under  the  care  of  Mrs.  Borgman,  Principal  of  the 
Model  School,  who  will  insure  to  the  inmates  all  the  com- 
forts and  conveniences  of  a  well  regulated  home. 

Students  desiring  board  ^vill  give  ten  days'  notice,  and 
the  same  before  leaving.

COURSE    OF    INSTRUCTION. 

The  course  embraces  all  the  studies  required  by  the  School 
Law  to  be  taught  in  the  Public-Schools  of  the  State,  namely : 
Orthography,  Reading,  Writing,  English  Grammar,  Geogra- 
phy, History,  Algebra,  Book-Keeping,  Physiology,  ISTatural 
Philosophy,  "Vocal  Music  and  Drawing.  Such  other  studies 
will  be  added  from  time  to  time  as  the  j)rogress  of  the  stu- 
dents will  justify.  But  a  thorough  mastery  of  the  elements 
of  school  learning  is  considered  to  be  of  much  greater  impor- 
tance than  a  superficial  knowledge  of  the  so-called  "  higher 
branches." 


Inquiries  are  often  made  regarding  the  length  of  time 
required  to  complete  the  Course.  It  is  impossible  to  give  a 
definite  answer  to  this  question.  The  examination  for  diplo- 
mas is  open  to  all  students  in  good  standing  who  have  been 
at  the  School  for  one  session  of  four  and  a  half  months.  The 
examination  is  made  searching  and  rigid;  and  if  the  students 
have  the  requisite  knowledge,  it  is  not  considered  of  any 
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importance  how  long  they  have  been  in  obtaining  it.  Past 
experience  shews  that,  while  some  stndents  have  graduated 
in  one  year,  the  majority  require  two  years. 

The  object  of  the  School  not  being  to  afford  a  liberal  edu- 
cation to  the  citizens,  but  to  give  professional  training  to  those 
who  intend  to  become  teachers,  all  the  departments  of  study 
are  considered  but  as  means  to  this  end.  The  diploma  of  the 
School  is  not  given  on  account  of  regular  attendance  merely, 
nor  even  of  high  attainments,  but  on  the  ground  of  a  fairly 
developed  capacity  for  teaching  and  governing,  in  addition  to 
the  requisite  amount  of  scholarship.  For  this  reason  every 
student  who  proposes  to  graduate  is  required  to  make  the 
theory  and  practice  of  teaching  the  subject  of  special  study 
for  at  least  half  a  session.  The  Model  School  offers  great 
facilities  for  obtaining  the  necessary  practice  in  the  art  of 
teaching ;  and  all  graduates  are  required  to  spend  one  term 
as  teachers  in  this  School  under  proper  superintendence.

^  HE   Maryland  State  Normal  School,  establislied  by 


the  School  Law  of  1865^  and  re-organized  under  the 
Law  of  1868,  is  intended  "for  the  instruction  and 
practice  of  teachers  in  the  science  of  education,  the  art  of 
teaching  and  the  mode  of  governing  schools." 


ADMISSION. 

Each  County  is  entitled  to  send  two  students  for  each  of 
its  representatives  in  the  G-eneral  Assembly. 

The  apportionment  is  as  follows  : 

Allegany    county,    12  ;    Anne     Arundel,    8 ;    Baltimore 
county,  14  ;  Baltimore  city,  42  ;  Calvert  county,  6  ;  Caro- 
line, 6  ;  Carroll,   10  ;  Cecil,    10  ;  Charles,   6  ;  Dorchester, 
8  ;  Frederick,    14  ;  Harford,    10  ;    Howard,    6  ;  Kent,    6 
Montgomery,   8  ;  Prince   George's,  8  ;  Queen  Anne's,    6 
St.  Marys,   6  ;  Somerset,   6  ;  Talbot,  6  ;  Washington,   12 
Wicomico,  6  ;  Worcester,  6. 

Persons  desiring  to  enter  the  School  should  make  applica- 
tion to  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners  of  their  respective 
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counties.  The  Law  requires  the  appointees  to  he  not  less 
than  sixteen  years  of  age,  if  young  women  ;  and  not  less 
than  seventeen,  if  young  men.  They  should  have  a  good 
elementary  education,  and  must  '^  file  a  written  declaration 
that  their  object  in  obtaining  admission  is  to  qualify  them- 
selves as  Public  School  Teachers,  and  that  it  is  their 
intention  to  engage  in  the  profession  of  teaching  within 
the  State." 

When  the  legal  quota  of  any  County  is  filled,  applicants 
from  that  County  should  address  the  Principal,  enclosing 
a  letter  of  recommendation  from  the  County  Board  of 
School  Commissioners. 


SESSIONS. 

The  School  year  of  nine  months  is  divided  into  two 
sessions.  The  Fall  Session  commences  on  the  first  Tuesday 
in  September.  The  Winter  Session  commences  on  the 
second  Tuesday  in  January,  and  closes  on  the  last  Friday 
in  May. 

Students  will  be  admitted  to  entrance  in  the  first  week 
of  each  session,  and  not  at  any  other  time,  unless  previous 
arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Principal  to  that 
eifect. 

Exception  will  be  made  in  favor  of  persons  engaged  in 
teaching,  who  will  be  received  at  the  close  of  any  of  their 
regular  School  terms,  previous  to  the  first  of  March. 


EXPENSES. 

Students  appointed  by  the  County  Boards,  or  by  tlie 
Baltimore  City  Board,  are  under  no  expense  for  tuition, 
Books,  and  School  Stationery. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  appointees,  a  limited  number 
of  students  will  be  received  of  the  proper  age  and  scholas- 
tic acquirements,  who  shall  pay  twenty-five  dollars  per 
session  for  tuition,  and  purchase  their  own  text  books. 
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Such  students  will  not  be  required  to  file  the  declaration 
referred  to  above. 

BOAEDING. 

Students  whose  parents  or  near  relatives  do  not  reside  in 
the  city  will  be  required  to  board  in  the  Boarding  House 
connected  with  the  Normal  School,  or  in  such  families  as 
may  be  approved  by  the  Principal. 

The  Normal  School  Boarding  House  is  for  ladies  exclu- 
sively. The  charge  will  not  exceed  |4.50  a  week  for  Board, 
Light  and  Fuel. 

It  is  under  the  care  of  Mrs.  Borgrnan,  Principal  of  the 
Model  School,  who  will  insure  to  the  inmates  all  the  com- 
forts and  conveniences  of  a  well  regulated  home. 

As  the  number  of  Students  who  can  be  received  as 
Boarders  is  limited,  those  desiring  board  should  make 
early  application  to  the  Principal.  At  least  ten  days'  no- 
tice must  be  given,  before  entering  or  leaving. 


COURSE  OF  INSTSUCTIOlir. 

The  course  embraces  all  the  studies  required  by  the 
School  Law  to  be  taught  in  the  public  Schools  of  the  State, 
namely  :  Orthography,  Eeading,  Writing,  English  G-ram- 
mar.  Geography,  History,  Algebra,  Book-KeejDing,  Physi- 
ology, Natural  Philosophy,  Vocal  Music  and  Drawing. 
Such  other  studies  will  be  added  from  time  to  time  as  the 
progress  of  the  students  will  justify.  But  a  thorough 
mastery  of  the  elements  of  school  learning  is  considered 
to  be  of  much  greater  importance  than  a  superficial 
knowledge  of  the  so-called  "  higher  branches." 

Inquiries  are  often  made  re-garding  the  length  of  time 
required  to  complete  the  Course.  It  is  impossible  to  give 
a  definite  answer  to  this  question.  The  examination  for 
diplomas  is  open  to  all  students  in  good  standing  who  have 
been  at  the  School  for  one  session  of  four  and  a  half  months. 
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The  examination  is  made  searching  and  rigid  ;  and  if  the 
students  have  the  requisite  knowledge,  it  is  not  considered 
of  any  importance  how  long  they  have  been  in  obtaining  it. 
Experience  shows  that,  while  some  students  have  grad- 
uated in  one  year,  the  majority  require  two  years. 

The  object  of  the  School  not  being  to  afford  a  liberal 
education  to  the  citizens,  but  to  give  professional  training 
to  those  who  intend  to  become  teachers,  all  the  departments 
of  study  are  considered  but  as  means  to  this  end.  The 
diploma  of  the  School  is  not  given  on  account  of  regular 
attendance  merely,  nor  even  of  high  attainments,  but  on 
the  ground  of  a  fairly  developed  capacity  for  teaching  and 
governing,  in  addition  to  the  requisite  amount  of  scholar- 
ship. For  this  reason  every  student  who  proposes  to 
graduate  is  required  to  make  the  theory  and  practice  of 
teaching  the  subject  of  special  study  for  at  least  half  a 
session.  The  Model  School  offers  great  facilities  for  obtain- 
ing the  necessary  practice  in  the  art  of  teaching  ;  and  all 
graduates  are  required  to  spend  one  term  as  teachers  in  this 
School  under  proper  superintendence.

"iMiF  HE  Maetland  State  ISTokmal  School,  establislied  by 
^^^^  the  School  Law  of  1865,  and  reorganized  under  the 
^^  F"  Law  of  1868,  is  intended  "for  the  instruction  and 
practice  of  teachers  in  the  science  of  education,  the  art  of 
teaching  and  the  mode  of  governing  schools." 

ADMISSION. 

Each  County  is  entitled  to  send  two  students  for  each  of 
its  representatives  in  the  General  Assembly. 

The  apportionment  is  as  follows : 

Allegany  county,  12  ;  Anne  Arundel,  8  ;  Baltimore  county, 
14: ;  Baltimore  city,  42  ;  Calvert  county,  6  ;  Caroline,  6  ;  Car- 
roll, 10  ;  Cecil,  10  ;  Charles,  6  ;  Dorchester,  8;  Frederick,  14; 
Harford,  10 ;  Howard,  6 ;  Kent,  6 ;  Montgomery,  8 ;  Prince 
George's,  8  ;  Queen  Anne's,  6  ;  Saint  Mary's,  6  ;  Somerset,  6  ; 
Talbot,  6  ;  Washington,  12 ;  Wicomico,  6 ;  Worcester,  6. 

Persons  desiring  to  enter  the  School  should  make  applica- 
tion to  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners  of  their  respective 
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counties.  The  Law  requires  the  appointees  to  be  not  less 
than  sixteen  years  of  age,  if  yoiing  women,  and  not  less  than 
seventeen,  if  young  men.  They  should  hare  a  good  elemen- 
tary education,  and  miist  "  file  a  written  declaration  that  their 
object  in  obtaining  admission  is  to  qualify  themselves  as  Pub- 
lic School  Teachers,  and  that  it  is  their  intention  to  engage 
in  the  profession  of  teaching  within  the  State." 

When  the  legal  quota  of  any  County  is  filled,  applicants 
from  that  County  should  address  the  Principal,  enclosing  a 
letter  of  recommendation  from  the  County  Board  of  School 
Commissioners.

SESSIONS. 

The  School  year  of  nine  months  is  divided  into  two  sessions. 
The  Fall  Session  commences  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  Septem- 
ber. The  Winter  Session  commences  on  the  first  Wednesday 
in  January,  and  closes  on  the  last  Friday  in  May. 

Students  will  be  admitted  to  entrance  in  the  first  week  of 
each  session,  and  not  at  any  other  time,  unless  previous 
arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Principal  to  that 
efifect. 

*Not  required  from  new  students. 
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Excej)tion  will  be  made  in  favor  of  persons  engaged  in 
teaching,  who  will  be  received  at  the  close  of  any  of  their 
regular  School  terms,  previous  to  the  first  of  March. 


EXPENSES. 

Students  appointed  by  the  County  Boards,  or  by  the  Balti- 
more City  Board,  are  under  no  expense  for  tuition,  books, 
and  school  stationery. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  appointees,  a  limited  number  of 
students  will  be  received  of  the  proper  age  and  scholastic 
acquirements,  who  shall  pay  twenty-five  dollars  j)er  session 
for  tuition,  and  purchase  their  own  text  books. 

Such  students  will  not  be  required  to  file  the  declaration 
referred  to  above. 

BOARSIKG. 

Boarding  can  be  obtained  in  the  city  at  j^rices  varying  from 
$4  to  $7  a  week. 

Mrs.  Borgman,  Principal  of  the  Girls'  Model  School,  will 
receive  a  limited  number  of  young  ladies,  at  the  rate  of  $90 
for  the  Fall  Term,  and  $110  for  the  Winter  Term.  A  copy 
of  the  Rules  may  be  had  on  application  to  Mrs.  Borgman,  26 
Garden  street. 

As  the  number  of  Studeuts  who  can  be  received  as  Boarders 
is  limited,  those  desiring  board  should  make  early  application. 


COURSE   OF   INSTRUCTION. 

The  course  embraces  all  tlie  studies  required  by  the  School 
Law  to  be  taught  in  the  Public  Schools  of  the  State,  namely : 
Orthography,  Beading,  Writing,  English  Grammar,  Geogra- 
phy, History,  Algebra,  Book-Keeping,  Physiology,  ISTatural 
Philosophy,  Yocal  Music  and  Drawing.  Such  other  studies 
are  added  from  time  to  time  as  the  progress  of  the  stu- 
dents will  justify.     But  a  thorough  mastery  of  the  elements 
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of  school  learning  is  considered  to  be  of  miicli  greater  import- 
ance than  a  superficial  knowledge  of  the  so-called  "  higher 
branches." 

Inquiries  are  often  made  regarding  the  length  of  time  re- 
quired to  complete  the  course.  It  is  impossible  to  give  a 
definite  answer  to  this  question.  The  examination  for  diplo- 
mas is  open  to  all  students  in  good  standing  who  have  been 
at  the  School  for  two  sessions.  Experience  shows  that,  while 
some  students  have  graduated  in  one  year,  the  majority  re- 
quire two  years. 

The  object  of  the  School  not  being  to  afford  a  liberal  edu- 
cation to  the  citizens,  but  to  give  professional  training  to  those 
who  intend  to  become  teachers,  all  the  departments  of  study 
are  considered  but  as  means  to  this  end.  The  diploma  of  the 
School  is  not  given  on  account  of  regular  attendance  merely, 
nor  even  of  high  attainments,  but  on  the  grouud  of  a  fairly 
developed  capacity  for  teaching  and  governing,  in  addition  to 
the  requisice  amount  of  scholarship.  For  this  reason  every 
student  who  proposes  to  graduate  is  required  to  make  the 
theory  and  practice  of  teaching  the  subject  of  special  study 
for  at  least  half  a  session.

,_IIE  Maryland  State  I^ormal  School,  established  by 
the  School  Law  of  1865,  and  reorganized  under  the 
^^  o  Law  of  1868,  is  intended   for  the  "instruction  and 
'S^    practice  of  Teachers  in  the  science  of  education,  the 
art  of  teaching  and  the  mode  of  governing  schools." 

ADMISSION. 

Each  county  is  entitled  to  send  two  students  for  each  of 
its  representatives  in  the  General  Assend,)ly. 

The  apportionment  is  as  follows: 

Allegany  county,  12;  Anne  Arundel  county,  8;  Balti- 
more county,  14;  Baltimore  city,  42;  Calvert  county,  6 ;

comico, 6 ;  Worcester  6. 

Persons  desiring  to  enter  the  school  should  make  appli-

spective  cnnnties.  The  Law  requires  the  appointees  to  be 
not  less  than  sixteen  years  of  age,  if  young  women,  and 
not  less  than  seventeen  if  young  men.  They  should  have 
a  good  elementary  education,  and  must  "  file  a  written  de- 
claration that  their  object  in  obtaining  admission  is  to 
qualify  themselves  as  Public  School  Teachers,  and  that  it  is 
their  intention  to  engage  in  the  profession  of  teaching 
within  the  State."

SESSIONS. 

The  School  year  of  nine  months  is  divided  into  three 
sessions.  The  Fall  Session  commences  on  the  first  Tuesday 
in  September.  The  Winter  Session  commences  on  the 
first  Monday  in  December.  The  Spring  Session  begins  on 
the  first  Monday  in  March,  and  closes  on  the  last  Friday 
in  May. 

Students  will  be  admitted  to  entrance  in  the  first  week 
of  each  session,  and  not  at  any  other  time,  unless  previous 
arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Principal  to  that 
effect. 

*Not  required  from  new  students. 
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Exception  will  be  made  in  favor  of  persons  engaged  in 
teachine:,  who  will  be  received  at  the  close  of  anv  of  their 
regular  School  terms,  previous  to  the  first  of  March. 

EXPENSES. 

Students  appointed  by  the  County  Boards,  or  by  the 
Baltimore  City  Board  are  under  no  expense  for  tiution, 
books,  and  school  stationery. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  appointees,  a  limited  number 
of  students  will  be  received  of  the  proper  age  and  scholas- 
tic acquirements,  who  shall  pay  twenty-five  dollars  per 
session  for  tuition,  and  purchase  their  own  text  books. 

Such  students  will  not  be  required  to  file  the  declaration 
referred  to  above. 

BOAEDINS. 

Boarding  can  be  obtained  in  the  city  at  prices  varying 
from  $4  to  $7  a  week.  The  boarding  houses  selected  by 
students  must  be  approved  b}'  the  Principal  before  the 
students  are  admitted. 

Mrs.  Borgman,  Principal  of  the  Girl's  Model  School,  will 
receive  a  limited  number  of  young  ladies  as  boarders  at  the 
rate  of  sixty-six  dollars  per  session  of  three  months,  paj^able 
in  advance.  Her  residence  is  IsTo.  42  Mulberry  street, 
within  three  minutes  walk  of  the  l^ormal  School, 

COURSE  OF   INSTRUCTION. 

The  course  embraces  all  the  studies  required  by  the 
school  law  to  be  taught  in  the  Public  Schools  of  the  State, 
namely :  Orthography,  Reading,  Writing,  English  Gram- 
mar, Geography,  History,  Algebra,  Book-Iveeping,  Physi. 
ology,  Natural  Philosophy,  Vocal  Music  and  Drawing. 
To  these  are  added  English  Literature,  Latin,  Mental  and 
Moral  Philosophy,  Geometry  and  Trigunometr}^,  Chem- 
istry, Botany,  and  Zoology.  Provision  has  also  been  made 
for  thorough  instruction,  at  a  small  additional  expense,  in 
French,  German,  Painting  and  Instrumental  Music. 
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Inquiries  are  often  made  regarding  the  length  of  time 
required  to  complete  the  course.  It  is  impossible  to  give 
a  clefinite  answer  to  this  question.  The  examination  for 
diplomas  is  open  to  all  students  in  good  standing  who  have 
been  at  the  School  for  three  sessions.  Experience  shows 
that  while  some  students  have  graduated  in  one  year,  the 
majority  require  two  years,  and  many  three  years. 

The  main  object  of  the  School  not  being  to  afford  a  liberal 
education  to  the  citizens,  but  to  give  professional  training 
to  those  who  intend  to  become  teachers,  all  the  departments 
of  study  are  considered  but  as  means  to  this  end.  The  di- 
ploma of  the  School  is  not  given  on  account  of  regular 
attendance  merely,  nor  even  of  high  attainments,but  on  the 
ground  of  a  fairly  developed  capacity  for  teaching  and 
governing,  in  addition  to  the  requisite  amount  of  scholar- 
ship. For  this  reason  every  student  who  proposes  to  grad- 
uate is  required  to  make  the  theory  and  practice  of  teach- 
ing the  subject  of  special  study  for  at  least  half  a  session. 
The  Model  School  offers  great  facilities  for  obtaining  the 
necessary  practice  in  the  art  of  teaching  ;  and  all  graduates 
are  required  to  spend  one  term  as  teachers  in  this  School 
under  proper  superintendence.

The  Maryland  State  Normal  School,  established  hj  the 
School  Law  of  1865,  aad  reorg-inized  uader  the  Law  of  LS68,  is 
intended  for  the  "instruction  and  practice  of  Teachers  in  the 
science  of  education,  the  art  of  teaching  and  the  mode  of  govern- 


ing schools." 


ADMISSION. 


Each  county  is  entitled  to  send  two  students  for  each  of  its  rep- 
resentatives in  the  General   Assembly. 

The  apportionment  is  as  follows  : 

Allegany  county,  12;  Anne  Arundel  county,  8;  Baltimore 
county,  14;  Baltimore  city,  42;  Calvert  county,  6;  Caroline,  6; 
Carroll,  10;  Ceil,  10  ;  Charles,  6  ;  Dorchester,  8;  Frederick,  14; 
Harford,  10;  Howard,  6;  Kent,  6;  Montgomery,  8;  Prince 
George's  8  ;  Queen  Anne's,  6  ;  Saint  Mary's,  6  ;  Somerset,  6  ;  Tal- 
bot, 6  ;  Washington,  12  ;  Wicomico,  6  ;  Worcester  6. 

Persons  desiring  to  enter  the  school  should  make  application  to 
the  Board  of  School  Commissioners  of  their  respective  counties. 
The  Law  requires  ;he  appointees  to  be  not  less  than  sixteen  years 
of  age  if  young  women,  and  not  less  than  seventeen  if  young  men. 
Thev  should  have  a  good  elementary  education,  and  must  "  file  a 
written  declaration  that  their  object  in  obtaining  admission  is  to 
qualify  themselves  as  Public  School  Teachers,  and  that  it  is  their 
intention  to  engage  in  the  profession  of  teaching  within  the  State." 

When  the  legal  quota  from  any  county  is  filled,  applicants 
from  that  county  should  address  the  Principal,  enclosing  a  letter 
of  recommendation  from  the  County  Board  of  School  Commis- 
sioners.

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SESSIONS.      ' 

The  School  year  of  nine  mouths  is  divided  into  three  sessions. 
The  Fall  Session  comraences  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  September. 
The  Winter  Session  commences  on  the  first  Monday  in  December. 
The  Spring  Session  begins  on  the  first  Monday  in  March,  and 
closes  on  the  last  Friday  in  May. 

Students  will  be  admitted  to  entrance  in  the  first  week  of  each 
session,  and  not  at  any  other  time,  unless  previous  arrangements 
have  been  mad^  with  the  Principal  to  that  effect. 

Exception  will  be  made  in  favor  of  persons  engaged  in  teaching, 
who  will  be  received  at  the  close  of  any  of  their  regular  School 
terms,  previous  to  the  first  of  March. 

EXPENSES. 

Students  appointed  by  the  County  School  Boards,  or  by  the 
Baltimore  City  Board  are  under  no  expense  for  tuition,  books, 
and  school  stationery. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  appointees,  a  limited  number  of  stu- 
dents will  be  received  of  the  proper  age  and  scholastic  acquire- 
ments, who  shall  pay  twenty-five  dollars  per  session  for  tuition, 
and  purchase  their  own  text  books.  Such  students  will  not  be  re- 
quired to  file  the  declaration  referred  to  above. 

BOARDING. 

Boarding  can  be  obtained  in  the  city  at  prices  varying  from  $4 
to  ^7  a  week  The  boarding  houses  selected  by  students  must  be 
approved  by  the  Principal  before  the  students  are  admitted. 

Mrs.  Borgman,  Principal  of  the  Girl's  Model  School,-  will  re- 
ceive a  limited  number  of  young  ladies  as  boarders  at  the  rate  of 
sixty-six  dollars  per  session  of  three  months,  payable  in  advance. 
Her  residence  is  No.  42  Mulberry  street,  within  three  minutes 
walk  of  the  Normal  School. 

COURSE  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

The  course  embraces  all  the  studies  required  by  the  school  law 
to  be  taught  in  the  Public  Schools  of  the  State,  namely  :  Ortho- 
graphy, Reading,  Writing,  English  Grammar,  Geography,  History, 
Algebra,  Book-Keeping,  Physiology,  Natural  Philosophy,   Vocal 
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Music  and  Drawing.  To  these  are  added  English  Literature, 
Latin,  Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy,  Geometry  and  Trigonome- 
try, Chemistry,  Botany,  and  Zoology.  Provision  has  also  been 
made  for  thorough  instruction,  at  the  espense  of  the  students,  but 
much  below  the  ordinary  rates,  in  French,  German,  Painting, 
Instrumental  Music  and  Telegraphy. 

Inquiries  are  often  made  regarding  the  length  of  time  required 
to  complete  the  course.  It  is  impossible  to  give  a  definite  answer 
to  this  question.  The  examination  for  diplomas  is  open  to  ail 
students  in  good  standing  who  have  been  at  the  School  for  three 
sessions.  Experience  shows  that  while  some  students  have  grad- 
uated in  one  year,  the  majority  require  two  years,  and  many  three 
years. 

The  main  object  of  the  School  not  being  to  afford  a  liberal  edu- 
cation to  the  citizens,  but  to  give  professional  training  to  those 
who  intend  to  become  teachers,  all  the  departments  of  study  are 
considered  but  as  means  to  this  end.  The  diploma  of  the  .School 
is  not  given  on  account  of  regular  attendance  merely,  nor  even  of 
high  attainments,  but  on  the  ground  of  a  fairly  developed  capacity 
for  teaching  and  governing,  in  addition  to  the  requisite  amount 
of  scholarship.

STATE  NORMAL  SCHOOL, 

N.  E.  CoKNER  Charles  and  Franklin  Sts. 


The  Maryland  State  Normal  School,  established  by  the  School  Law  of  1865, 
and  reorganized  under  the  Law  of  1868,  is  intended  for  the  "instruction  and 
l^ractice  of  Teachers  in  the  science  of  education,  the  art  of  teaching  and  the 
mode  of  governing  schools." 

ADMISSION. 

Each  county  is  entitled  to  send  two  students  for  each  of  its  representatives  in 
the  General  Assembly. 

The  apportionment  is  as  follows : 

Allegany  county,  10;  Anne  Arundel  countj',  8;  Baltimore  county,  14 ;  Balti- 
more city,  42 ;  Calvert  county,  6  ;  Caroline,  6  ;  Carroll,  10  ;  Cecil,  10  ;  Charles, 
6;  Dorchester,  8;  Frederick,  14;  Garrett,  6;  Harford,  10;  Howard,  6;  Kent, 
6;  Montgomery,  8  ;  Prince  George's,  8 ;  Queen  Anne's,  6;  St.  Mary's,  6;  Somer- 
set, 6;   Talbot,  6:  Washington,  12;   Wicomico,  6;   Worcester,  6. 

Persons  desiring  to  enter  the  school  should  make  application  to  the  Board 
of  School  Commissioners  of  their  respective  counties.  The  Law  requires  the 
appointees  to  be  not  less  than  sixteen  years  of  age  if  young  women,  and  not  less 
than  seventeen  if  young  men.  They  should  have  a  good  elementarj'  education, 
and  must  "file  a  written  declaration  that  their  object  in  obtaining  admission  is 
to  qualify  themselves  as  Public  School  Teachers,  and  that  it  is  their  intention  to 
engage  in  the  profession  of  teaching  within  the  State." 

When  the  legal  quota  from  any  county  is  filled,  applicants  from  that  county 
should  address  the  Principal,  enclosing  a  letter  of  recommendation  from  the 
County  Board  of  School  Commissioners.

SESSIONS. 

The  School  year  of  nine  months  is  divided  into  three  sessions  The  Fall 
Session  commences  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  September.  The  Winter  Session 
commences  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  December.  The  Spring  Session  begins  on 
the  first  Monday  in  March,  and  closes  on  the  last  Friday  in  May. 

Students  will  be  admitted  to  entrance  in  the  first  week  of  each  session,  and 
not  at  any  other  time,  unless  previous  arrangements  have  been  made  with  the 
Principal  to  that  effect. 

Exception  will  be  made  in  favor  of  persons  engaged  in  teaching,  who  will  be 
received  at  the  close  of  any  of  their  regular  School  terms,  previous  to  the  first 
of  March. 

EXPENSES. 

Students  appointed  by  the  County  School  Boards,  or  by  the  Baltimore  City 
Board  are  under  no  expense  for  tuition,  books  and  school  stationery. 
*Not  required  from  new  students. 
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In  addition  to  the  regular  appointees,  a  limited  number  of  students  will  be 
received  of  the  proper  age  and  scholastic  acquirements,  who  shall  pay  twenty- 
five  dollars  per  session  for  tuition,  and  purchase  their  own  text-books.  Such 
students  will  not  be  required  to  file  the  declaration  referred  to  above. 

BOARDING. 

Boarding  can  be  obtained  in  the  city  at  prices  varying  from  $4  to  $7  a  week. 
The  boarding  houses  selected  by  students  must  be  approved  by  the  Principal 
before  the  students  are  admitted. 

Mrs.  Borgman,  Principal  of  the  Girls'  Model  School,  will  receive  a  limited 
number  of  young  ladies  as  boarders  at  the  rate  of  sixty-six  dollars  per  session  of 
three  months,  payable  in  advance.  Her  residence  is  No.  42  Mulberry  street, 
within  three  minutes  walk  of  the  Normal  School. 

COURSE  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

The  course  embraces  all  the  studies  required  by  the  school  law  to  be  taught  in 
the  Public  Schools  of  the  State,  namely:  Orthography,  Reading,  Writing, 
English  Grammar,  Geography,  History,  Algebra,  Book-Keeping,  Physiology, 
Natural  Philosophy,  Vocal  Music  and  Drawing.  To  these  are  added  English 
Literature,  Latin,  Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy,  Geometry  and  Trigonometry, 
Chemistry,  Botany  and  Zoology.  Provision  has  also  been  made  for  thorough 
instruction,  at  the  expense  of  the  students,  but  much  below  the  ordinary  rates, 
in  French,  German,  Painting,  Instrumental  Music  and  Telegraphy. 

Inquiries  are  often  made  regarding  the  length  of  time  required  to  complete  the 
course.  It  is  impossible  to  give  a  definite  answer  to  this  question.  The  exami- 
nation for  diplomas  is  open  to  all  students  in  good  standing  who  have  been  at 
the  School  for  three  sessions.  Experience  shows  that  while  some  students  have 
graduated  in  one  year,  the  majority  require  two  years,  and  many  three  years. 

The  main  object  of  the  School  being  to  give  professional  training  to  those  who 
intend  to  become  teachers,  all  the  departments  of  study  are  considered  but  as 
means  to  this  end.  The  diploma  of  the  School  is  not  given  on  account  o^ 
regular  attendance  merely,  nor  even  of  high  attainments,  but  on  the  ground  Of 
a  fairly  developed  capacity  for  teaching  and  governing,  in  addition  to  the  requi- 
site amount  of  scholarship.

HE  Maeyland  State  Normal  School,  established  by  the 
School  Law  of  1865,  and  reorganized  under  the  Law  of 
1868,    is   intended   for   the   "  instruction   and   practice   of 

Teachers  in  the  science  of  education,  the  art  of  teaching,  and  the 

mode  of  governing  schools." 

ADMISSION. 

Each  county  is  entitled  to  send  two  students  for  each  of  its 
representatives  in  the  General  Assembly. 

The  apportionment  is  as  follows  : 

Allegany  county,  10 ;  Anne  Ar^^ndel  county,  8  ;  Baltimore 
county,  14  ;  Baltimore  city,  42  ;  Calvert  county,  6  ;  Caroline,  6 
Carroll,  10  ;  Cecil,  10  ;  Charles,  6  ;  Dorchester,  8  ;  Frederick,  14 
Garrett,  6  ;  Harford,  1 0  ;  Howard,  6  ;  Kent,  6  ;  Montgomery,  8 
Prince  George's,  8 ;  Queen  Anne's,  6 ;  St.  Mary's,  6 ;  Somerset,  6 
Talbot,  6;  Washington,  12;  "Wicomico,  6;  Worcester,  6. 

Persons  desiring  to  enter  the  school  should  make  application  to 
the  Board  of  School  Commissioners  of  their  respective  counties. 
The  Law  requires  the  appointees  to  be  not  less  than  sixteen  years 
of  age  if  young  women,  and  not  less  than  seventen  if  young  men. 
They  should  have  a  good  elementary  education,  and  must  "  file  a 
written  declaration  that  their  object  in  obtaining  admission  is  to 
qualify  themselves  as  PubHc  School  Teachers,  and  that  it  is  their 
intention  to  engage  in  the  profession  of  teaching  within  the  State." 

When  the  legal  quota  from  any  county  is  filled,  applicants  from 
that  county  should  address  the  Principal,  enclosing  a  letter  of  rec- 
ommendation from  the  County  Board  of  School  Commissioners.

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SESSIONS. 

The  School  year  of  nine  months  is  divided  into  three  sessions. 
The  Fall  Session  commences  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  September- 
The  Winter  Session  commences  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  Decem- 
ber. The  Spring  session  begins  on  the  first  Monday  in  March,  and 
closes  on  the  last  Friday  in  May. 

Students  will  be  admitted  to  entrance  in  the  first  week  of  each 
session,  and  not  at  any  other  time,  unless  previous  arrangements 
have  been  made  with  the  Principal  to  that  effect. 

Exception  will  be  made  in  favor  of  persons  engaged  in  teaching, 
who  will  be  received  at  the  close  of  any  of  their  regular  school 
terms,  previous  to  the  first  of  March. 

EXPENSES. 

Students  appointed  by  the  County  School  Boards  or  by  the 
Baltimore  City  Board,  are  under  no  expense  for  tuition,  books  and 
school  stationery. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  appointees,  a  limited  number  of  stu. 
dents  will  be  received  of  the  proper  age  and  scholastic  acquire- 
ments, who  shall  pay  twenty-five  dollars  per  session  for  tuition,  and 
purchase  their  own  text-books.  Such  students  will  not  be  required 
to  file  the  declaration  referred  to  above. 

BOARDING. 

Boarding  can  be  obtained  in  the  city  at  prices  varying  from  $4 
to  $7  a  week.  The  boarding-houses  selected  by  students  must  be 
approved  by  the  Principal  before  the  students  are  admitted. 

Mrs  Borgman,  Principal  of  the  Girls'  Model  School,  will  receive 
a  limited  number  of  young  ladies  as  boarders  at  the  rate  of  sixty- 
six  dollars  per  session  of  three  months,  payable  in  advance.  Her 
residence  is  No.  206  Mosher  street. 

COURSE  OP  INSTRUCTION. 

The  course  embraces  all  the  studies  required  by  the  school  law 
to  be  taught  in  the  public  schools  of  the  State,  namely :  Orthography, 
Reading,  Writing,  English  Grammar,  Geography,  History,  Arith- 
metic, Algebra,  Book-Keeping,  Physiology,  Natural  Philosophy,  Vo- 
cal Music,  and  Drawing.  To  these  are  added,  English  Literature, 
Latin,  Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy,  Geometry  and  Trigonometry. 
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Chemistry,  Botany  and  Zoology.  Provision  has  also  been  made 
for  thorough  instruction,  at  the  expense  of  the  students,  "but  much 
below  the  ordinary  rates,  in  French,  German,  Painting,  Instrumen- 
tal Music  and  Telegraphy. 

Inquiries  are  often  made  regarding  tlie  length  of  time  required 
to  complete  the  course.  It  is  impossible  to  give  a  definite  answer 
to  this  question.  The  examination  for  diplomas  is  open  to  all 
students  in  good  standing  Avho  have  been  at  the  school  for  three 
sessions.  Experience  shows  that  while  some  students  have  grad- 
uated in  one  year,  the  majority  require  two  years,  and  many 
tln-ee  years. 

The  miiin  object  of  the  school  being  to  give  professional  train- 
ing to  those  who  intend  to  become  teachers,  all  the  departments 
of  study  are  considered  but  as  means  to  this  end.  The  diploma 
of  the  school  is  not  given  on  account  of  regular  attendance 
merely,  nor  even  of  high  attainments,  but  on  the  ground  of  a 
fairly  developed  capacity  for  teaching  and  governing,  in  addition 
to  the  requisite  amount  of  scholarship.

HE  Maryland  State  Normal  School,  established  by 

'     School  Law  of  18fi5,  and  re-organized  under  the  Law 

of  1868,  is  intended  for  the  "instruction  and  practice 

of  Teachers  in  the  science  of  education,  the  art  of  teaching 

and  the  mode  of  governing  schools." 

ADMISSION. 

Each  county  is  entitled  to  send  two  students  for  each  of 
its  representatives  in  the  General  Assembly. 

The  apportionment  is  as  follows  : 

Allegany  county,  10;  Anne  Arundel  county,  8;  Balti- 
more county,  14 ;  Baltimore  city,  42  ;  Calvort  county,  6 ; 
Caroline,  6 ;  Carroll,  10;  Cecil,  10;  Charles^  6;  Dorches- 
ter, 8  ;  Frederick,  14  ;  Garrett,  6  ;  Harford,  10  ;  Howard,  6  ; 
Kent,  6  ;  Montgomery,  8 ;  Prince  George's,  8 ;  Queen 
Anne's,  6  ;  St.  Mary's,  6  ;  Somerset,  6  ;  Talbot,  6  ;  Wasli- 
ington,  12;  Wicomico,  6;  Worcester,  6. 

Persons  desiring  to  enter  the  school  should  make  applica- 
tion to  the   Board  of  School  Commissioners  of  tlieir  respec- 
tive counties.     The   Lavv  requires  the  appointees  to  be  not 
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less  than  sixteen  years  of  age  if  young  women,  and  not  less 
than  seventeen  if  young  men.  They  should  have  a  good 
elementary  education,  and  must  "file  a  written  declaration 
that  their  object  in  obtaining  admission  is  to  qualify  them- 
selves as  Public  School  Teachers,  and  that  it  is  their  inten- 
tion to  engage  in  the  profession  of  teaching  within  the 
State." 

When  the  legal  quota  from  any  county  is  filled,  a^jpli- 
cants  from  that  county  should  address  the  Principal,  enclos- 
ing a  letter  of  recommendation  from  the  County  Board  of 
School  Commissioners. 

SESSIONS. 

The  School  year  of  nine  months  is  divided  into  three 
sessions.  The  Fall  Session  commences  on  the  first  Tuesday 
in  September.  The  Winter  Session  commences  on  the  last 
Monday  in  November.  The  Spring  Session  begins  on  the 
first  Monday  in  March,  and  closes  on  the  last  Friday  in 
May. 

Students  will  be  admitted  to  entrance  in  the  first  week  of 
the  Fall  and  Winter  Sessions,  and  not  at  any  other  time, 
unless  previous  arrangements  have  been  made  with  the 
Principal  to  that  efiect. 

Exception  will  be  made  in  favor  of  persons  engaged  in 
teaching,  who  will  be  received  at  the  close  of  any  of  their 
regular  school  terms,  previous  to  the  first  of  March. 

EXPENSES. 

Students  appointed  by  the  County  School  Boards  or  by 
the  Baltimore  City  Board,  are  under  no  expense  for  tuition, 
books  and  school  stationery. 
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In  addition  to  the  regular  appointees,  a  limited  number 
of  students  will  be  received  of  the  proper  age  and  scholastic 
acquirements,  who  shall  pay  twenty-five  dollars  per  session 
for  tuition,  and  purchase  their  own  text-books.  Such  stu- 
dents will  not  be  required  to  file  the  declaration  referred  to 
above. 

BOARDlNa. 

Boarding  can  be  obtained  in  the  city  at  prices  varying 
from  $4  to  $7  a  week.  The  boarding  houses  selected  by 
students  must  be  approved  by  the  Principal  before  the  stu- 
dents are  admitted. 

Mrs.  Borgman,  Principal  of  the  Grirls'  Model  School,  will 
receive  a  limited  number  of  young  ladies  as  boarders  at  the 
rate  of  sixty-six  dollars  per  session  of  three  months,  pay- 
able in  advance.     Her  residence  is  No.  206  Mosher  Street. 

COURSE    OF    INSTRUCTION. 

The  course  embraces  all  the  studies  required  by  the 
school  law  to  be  taught  in  the  public  schools  of  the  State, 
namely:  Orthography,  Reading,  Writing,  English  G-ram- 
mar,  G-eography,  History,  Arithmetic,  Algebra,  Book-keep- 
ing, Physiology,  Natural  Philosophy,  Vocal  Music  and 
Drawing.  To  these  are  added,  English  Literature,  Latin, 
Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy,  G-eometry  and  Trigonometry, 
Chemistry,  Botany  and  Zoology.  Provision  has  also  been 
made  for  thorough  instruction,  at  the  expense  of  the  stu- 
dents, but  much  below  the  ordinary  rates^  in  French,  Ger- 
man, Painting,  Instrumental  Music  and  Telegraphy. 

Inquiries  are  often  made  regarding  the  length  of  time 
required  to  complete  the  course.     It  is  impossible  to  give  a 
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definite  answer  to  this  question.  The  examination  for 
diplomas  is  open  to  all  students  in  good  standing  who  have 
been  at  the  school  for  three  sessions.  Experience  shows 
that  while  some  students  have  graduated  in  one  year,  the 
majority  require  two  years,  and  many,  three  years. 

The  main  object  of  the  school  is  to  give  professional 
training  to  those  who  intend  to  become  teachers,  and  all  the 
departments  of  study  are  considered  as  means  to  this  end. 
But  the  general  course  is  equally  adapted  to  those  who  have 
no  professional  objects  in  view,  and  wish  merely  to  obtain  a 
thorough  and  liberal  education.  Certificates  are  given 
to  all  who  complete  the  required  course,  but  the  diploma  of 
the  school,  which  authorizes  the  holder  to  teach  in  any 
public  school  in  the  State,  is  not  given  until  after  one  year's 
successful  experience  as  a  teacher.

;^iip*HE  Maryland  State  Normal  School,  established  by 
)  the  School  Law  of  1865,  and  re-organized  under  the 
Law  of  1868,  is  intended  for  the  "instruction  and 
practice  of  Teachers  in  the  science  of  education,  the  art  of 
teaching  and  the  mode  of  governing  schools." 

ADMISSION. 

Each  count}^  is  entitled  to  send  two  students  for  each  of 
its  representatives  in  the  Greneral  Assembly. 

The  apportionment  is  as  follows : 

Allegany  county,  10  ;  Anne  Arundel  county,  8 ;  Balti- 
more county,  14 ;  Baltimore  city,  42  ;  Calvert  county,  6  ; 
Caroline,  6;  Carroll,  10;  Cecil,  10;  Charles,  6  ;  Dorches- 
ter, 8 ;  Frederick,  14  ;  Garrett,  6  ;  Harford,  10  ;  Howard,  6  ; 
Kent,  6;  Montgomery,  8;  Prince  G-eorge's,  8;  Queen 
Anne's,  6;  St.  Mary's,  6;  Somerset,  6;  Talbot,  6;  Wash- 
ington, 12  ;  Wicomico,  6  ;  Worcester,  6. 
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Persons  desiring  to  enter  the  School,  should  make  appli- 
cation to  the  Board  of  Scliool  Commissioners  of  their  respec- 
tive counties.  The  Law  requires  the  appointees  to  he 
selected  "by  the  several  Boards  of  County  School  Commis- 
sioners and  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools  of 
the  City  of  Baltimore,  from  among  persons  having  scholastic 
qualifications  hereinbefore  required  for  teachers,'"'  the  evi- 
dence of  which  shall  be  the  certificate  of  the  County  Exam- 
iner or  City  Superintendent  to  that  effect.  They  must  be 
not  less  than  sixteen  years  of  age  if  young  women,  and  not 
less  than  seventeen  if  young  men,  and  must  "file  a  written 
declaration  that  their  object  in  obtaining  admission  is  to 
qualify  themselves  as  Public  School  Teachers,  and  that  it 
is  their  intention  to  engage  in  the  profession  of  teaching 
within  the  State." 

When  the  legal  quota  from  any  county  is  filled,  appli- 
cants from  that  county  should  address  the  Principal,  enclos- 
ing a  certificate  of  scholastic  qualifications  and  letter  of 
recommendation  from  the  County  Examiner. 

Students  who  are  under  age,  or  deficient  in  scholarship, 
can  enter  a  Preparatory  class  on  paying  the  Tuition  fees. 

SESSIONS. 

The  School  year  of  nine  months  is  divided  into  two  ses- 
sions. The  Fall  Session  commences  on  the  first  Tuesday  in 
September.  The  Winter  Session  commences  on  the  first 
Monday  in  January,  and  closes  on  the  last  Friday  in  May. 

Students  will  be  admitted  to  entrance  in  the  first  week  of 
the  Fall  and  Winter  Sessions,  and  not  at  any  other  time, 
unless  previous  arrangements  have  been  made,  with  the  Prin- 
cipal to  that  effect. 
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EXPENSES. 

Students  appointed  by  the  County  School  Boards  or  by 
the  Baltimore  City  Board,  are  under  no  expense  for  tuition, 
books  and  school  stationery. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  appointees,  a  limited  number 
of  students  will  be  received  of  the  proper  age  and  scholastic 
acquirements^  who  shall  pay  twenty-five  dollars  per  session 
for  tuition,  and  purchase  their  own  text-books.  Such  stu- 
dents will  not  be  required  to  file  the  declaration  referred  to 
above. 

BOARDING. 

Boarding  can  be  obtained  in  the  city  at  prices  varying 
from  |4  to  |5  a  week.  The  boarding  houses  selected  by 
students  must  be  approved  by  the  Principal  before  the  stu- 
dents are  admitted. 

Mrs.  Aiton  will  receive  a  limited  number  of  young  ladies 
as  boarders  at  the  rate  of  |80  for  the  Fall  Session  and  |100 
for  the  Winter  Session,  payable  in  advance.  Her  residence 
is  No.  206  Mosher  Street,  one  square  from  the  school. 

COURSE    OF    INSTRUCTION. 

In  addition  to  a  review  of  the  elementary  studies  included 
in  a  teacher's  certificate  of  the  second  grade,  the  course 
embraces  the  studies  required  for  a  first  grade  certificate, 
namely  :  Greometry,  Algebra,  Book-keeping,  Physiology  and 
Natural  Philosophy.  To  these  are  added,  English  Litera- 
ture, Latin,  Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy,  Chemistry, 
Botany,  Zoology,  Vocal   Music  and    Drawing.      Provision 
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has  also  been  made  for  tliorougli  instruction,  at  the  expense 
of  the  students,  but  much  below  the  ordinary  rates^,  in 
French,  German,  Painting,  Instrumental  Music  and  Tele- 
graphy. 

Inquiries  are  often  made  regarding  the  length  of  time 
required  to  complete  the  course.  It  is  impossible  to  give  a 
definite  answer  to  this  question.  The  examination  for  diplo- 
mas is  open  to  all  students  in  good  standing  who  have  been 
at  the  school  for  one  year.  Experience  shows  that  while 
some  students  have  graduated  in  one  year,  the  majority 
require  two  years. 

The  main  object  of  the  school  is  to  give  professional  train- 
ing to  those  who  intend  to  become  teachers,  and  all  the 
departments  of  study  are  considered  as  means  to  this  end. 
But  the  general  course  is  equally  adapted  to  those  who  have 
no  professional  object  in  view,  and  wish  merely  to  obtain  a 
thorough  and  liberal  education.  Certificates  are  given  to 
all  who  complete  the  required  course ;  but  the  diploma  of 
the  school,  which  authorizes  the  holder  to  teach  in  any 
public  school  in  the  State,  is  not  given  until  after  one  year's 
successful  experience  as  a  teacher.

BALTIMORE. 


»HE  Maryland  State  Normal  School,  established  by 
the  School  Law  of  1865,  and  re-organized  under  the 
Law  of  1868,  is  intended  for  the  "instruction  and 
practice  of  Teachers  in  the  science  of  education,  the  art  of 
teaching  and  the  mode  of  governing  schools." 


ADMISSION. 

Each  county  is  entitled  to  send  two  students  for  each  of 
its  representatives  in  the  General  Assembly. 

The  apportionment  is  as  follows : 

Allegany  county,  10  ;  Anne  Arundel  county,  8 ;  Balti- 
more county,  14 ;  Baltimore  city,  42  ;  Calvert  county,  6 , 
Caroline,  6 ;  Carroll,  10 ;  Cecily  10 ;  Charles,  6  ;  Dorches- 
ter, 8;  Frederick,  14;  Garrett,  6;  Harford,  10;  Howard,  6; 
Kent,  6;  Montgomery,  8;  Prince  George's,  8;  Queen 
Anne's,  6;  St.  Mary's,  6;  Somerset,  6;  Talbot,  6;  Wash- 
ington, 12;  Wicomico,  6;  Worcester,  6. 
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Persons  desiring  to  enter  the  School^,  should  make  appli- 
cation to  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners  of  their  respec- 
tive counties.  The  law  requires  the  appointees  to  be 
selected  ''by  the  several  Boards  of  County  School  Commis- 
sioners and  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools  of 
the  City  of  Baltimore,  from  among  persons  having  scholastic 
qualifications  hereinbefore  required  for  teachers,"  the  evi- 
dence of  which  shall  be  the  certificate  of  the  County  Exam- 
iner or  City  Superintendent  to  that  effect.  They  must  be 
not  less  than  sixteen  years  of  age  if  young  women,  and  not 
less  than  seventeen  if  young  men^  and  must  ' '  file  a  written 
declaration  that  their  object  in  obtaining  admission  is  to 
qualify  themselves  as  Public  School  Teachers,  and  that  it 
is  their  intention  to  engage  in  the  profession  of  teaching 
within  the  State." 

Wlien  the  legal  quota  from  any  county  is  filled,  appli- 
cants from  that  county  should  address  the  Principal  enclos- 
ing a  certificate  of  scholastic  qualifications  and  letter  of 
recommendation  from  the  County  Examiner. 

Students  who  are  under  age,  or  deficient  in  scholarship^ 
can  enter  a  Preparatory  class  on  paying  the  Tuition  fees. 

SESSIONS. 

The  School  year  of  nine  months  is  divided  into  two  ses- 
sions. The  Fall  Session  commences  on  the  first  Tuesday  in 
September.  The  Winter  Session  commences  on  the  first 
Monday  in  January,  and  closes  on  the  last  Friday  in  May. 

Students  will  be  admitted  to  entrance  in  the  first  week  of 
the  Fall  and  Winter  Sessions,  and  not  at  any  other  time, 
unless  previous  arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Prin- 
cipal to  that  effect. 
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EXPENSED. 

Students  appointed  by  the  County  School  Boards  or  by 
the  Baltimore  City  Board,  are  under  no  expense  for  tuition, 
books  and  school  stationery. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  appointees,  a  limited  number 
of  students  will  be  received  of  the  proper  age  and  scholastic 
acquirements,  who  shall  pay  twenty-five  dollars  per  session 
for  tuition,  and  purchase  their  own  text-books.  Such  stu- 
dents will  not  be  required  to  file  the  declaration  referred  to 
above. 

BOARDINa. 

Boarding  can  be  obtained  in  the  immediate  neighborhood 
of  the  school  at  prices  varying  from  %A.  to  $5  a  week.  The 
boarding  houses  selected  by  students  must  be  approved  by 
the  Principal  before  the  students  are  admitted. 

Mrs.  Alton  will  receive  a  limited  number  of  young  ladies 
as  boarders  at  the  rate  of  $80  for  the  Fall  Session  and  $100 
for  the  Winter  Session,  payable  in  advance.  Her  residence 
is  No.  206  Mosher  Street,  one  square  from  the  school. 

COURSE    OF    INSTRUCTION. 

In  addition  to  a  review  of  the  elementary  studies  included 
in  a  teacher's  certificate  of  the  second  grade,  the  course 
embraces  the  studies  required  for  a  first  grade  certificate, 
namely  :  Geometry^  Algebra_,  Book-keeping,  Physiology  and 
Natural  Philosophy.  To  these  are  added,  English  Litera- 
ture, Latin,  Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy,  Chemistry, 
Botany,  Zoology,  Vocal  Music  and  Drawing.  Provision 
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has  also  been  made  for  thorough  instruction,  at  the  expense 
of  the  students,  but  much  below  the  ordinary  rates,  in 
French,  German,  Painting,  Instrumental  Music  and  Tele- 
graphy. 

Inquiries  are  often  made  regarding  the  length  of  time 
required  to  complete  the  course.  It  is  impossible  to  give  a 
definite  answer  to  this  question.  The  examination  for  diplo- 
mas is  open  to  all  students  in  good  standing  who  have  been 
at  the  school  for  one  year.  Experience  shows  that  while 
some  students  have  graduated  in  one  year,  the  majority 
require  two  years  or  longer. 

The  main  object  of  the  school  is  to  give  professional  train- 
ing to  those  who  intend  to  become  teachers,  and  all  the 
departments  of  study  are  considered  as  means  to  this  end. 
But  the  general  course  is  equally  adapted  to  those  who  have 
no  professional  object  in  view,  and  wish  merely  to  obtain  a 
thorough  and  liberal  education.  Certificates  are  given  to 
all  who  complete  the  required  course ;  but  the  diploma  of 
the  school,  which  authorizes  the  holder  to  teach  in  any 
public  school  in  the  State,  is  not  given  until  after  one  year's 
successful  experience  as  a  teacher.

State   Normal   School, 


BALTIMORE. 


.^^HE  Maryland  State  Normal  School,  established  by 
the  School  Law  of  1865,  and  re-organized  under  the 
Law  of  1868,  is  intended  for  the  "instruction  and 
practice  of  Teachers  in  the  science  of  education,  the  art  of 
teaching  and  the  mode  of  governing  schools." 

ADMISSION. 

Each  county  is  entitled   to  send  two  students  for  each  of 
its  representatives  in  the  Greneral  Assembly. 

The  apportionment  is  as  follows  : 

Allegany  county,  10  ;  Anne  Arundel  county,  8  ;  Balti- 
more county,  14  ;  Baltimore  city,  42  ;  Calvert  county,  6, 
Caroline,  6;  Carroll,  10;  Cecil,  10;  Charles,  6;  Dorches- 
ter, 8 ;  Frederick,  14 ;  Garrett,  6  ;  Harford,  10  ;  Howard,  6  ; 
Kent,  6;  Montgomery,  8;  Prince  George's,  8;  Queen 
Anne's,  6;  St.  Mary's,  6;  Somerset,  6;  Talbot,  6;  Wash- 
ington, 12  ;  Wicomico,  6  ;  Worcester,  6. 
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Persons  desiring  to  enter  the  School,  should  make  appli- 
cation to  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners  of  their  respec- 
tive counties.  The  law  requires  the  appointees  to  be 
selected  "by  the  several  Boards  of  County  School  Commis- 
sioners and  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools  of 
the  City  of  Baltimore,  from  among  persons  having  scholastic 
qualifications  hereinbefore  required  for  teachers,"  the  evi- 
dence of  which  shall  be  the  certificate  of  the  County  Exam- 
iner or  City  Superintendent  to  that  effect.  They  must  be 
not  less  than  sixteen  years  of  age  if  young  women,  and  not 
less  than  seventeen  if  young  men,  and  must  ''file  a  written 
declaration  that  their  object  in  obtaining  admission  is  to 
qualify  themselves  as  Public  School  Teachers,  and  that  it 
is  their  intention  to  engage  in  the  profession  of  teaching 
within  the  State." 

When  the  legal  quota  from  any  county  is  filled,  appli- 
cants from  that  county  should  address  the  Principal  enclos- 
ing a  certificate  of  scholastic  qualifications  and  letter  of 
recommendation  from  the  County  Examiner. 

Students  who  are  under  age,  or  deficient  in  scholarship, 
can  enter  a  Preparatory  class  on  paying  the  Tuition  fees. 


SESSIONS. 

The  School  year  of  nine  months  is  divided  into  two  ses- 
sions. The  Fall  Session  commences  on  the  first  Tuesday  in 
September.  The  Winter  Session  commences  on  the  first 
Monday  in  January,  and  closes  on  the  last  Thursday  in  May. 

Students  will  be  admitted  to  entrance  in  the  first  week  of 
the  Fall  and  Winter  Sessions,  and  not  at  any  other  time, 
unless  previous  arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Prin- 
cipal to  that  efi"ect. 
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A  special  class,  for  teachers  only,  will  open  on  the  last 
Tuesday  in  April,  and  continue  for  six  weeks. 

EXPENSES. 

Students  appointed  by  the  County  School  Boards  or  by 
the  Baltimore  City  Board,  are  under  no  expense  for  tuition, 
books  and  school  stationery. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  appointees,  a  limited  number 
of  students  will  be  received  of  the  proper  age  and  scholastic 
acquirements,  who  shall  pay  twenty-five  dollars  per  session 
for  tuition,  and  purchase  their  own  text-books.  Such  stu- 
dents will  not  be  required  to  file  the  declaration  referred  to 
above. 

BOARDING. 

Boarding  can  be  obtained  in  the  immediate  neighborhood 
of  the  school  at  prices  varying  from  |4  to  |5  a  week.  The 
boarding  houses  selected  by  students  must  be  approved  by 
the  principal  before  the  students  are  admitted. 

Mrs.  Alton  will  receive  a  limited  number  of  young  ladies 
as  boarders  at  the  rate  of  $80  for  the  Fall  Session  and  flOO 
for  the  Winter  Session,  payable  in  advance.  Her  residence 
is  No.  206  Mosher  Street,  one  square  from  the  school. 

COURSE    OF    INSTRUCTION. 

In  addition  to  a  review  of  the  elementary  studies  included 
in  a  teacher's  certificajte  of  the  second  grade,  the  course 
embraces  the  studies  required  for  a  first  grade  certificate, 
namely  :  Geometry,  Algebra,  Book-keeping,  Physiology  and 
Natural  Philosophy.     To  these  are  added,  English  Litera- 
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ture,  Latin,  Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy,  Chemistry, 
Botany,  Zoology,  Vocal  Music  and  Drawing.  Provision 
has  also  heen  made  for  thorough  instruction,  at  the  expense 
of  the  students,  but  much  below  the  ordinary  rates,  in 
French,  G-erman,  Painting,  Instrumental  Music  and  Tele- 
graphy. 

Inquiries  are  often  made  regarding  the  length  of  time 
required  to  complete  the  course.  It  is  impossible  to  give  a 
definite  answer  to  this  question.  The  examination  for  diplo- 
mas is  open  to  all  students  in  good  standing  who  have  been 
at  the  school  for  one  year.  Experience  shows  that  while 
some  students  have  graduated  in  one  year,  the  majority 
require  two  years  or  longer. 

The  main  object  of  the  school  is  to  give  professional  train- 
ing to  those  who  intend  to  become  teachers,  and  all  the 
departments  of  study  are  considered  as  means  to  this  end. 
But  the  general  course  is  equally  adapted  to  those  who  have 
no  professional  object  in  view,  and  wish  merely  to  obtain  a 
thorough  and  liberal  education.  Certificates. will  be  given  to 
all  who  complete  the  required  course,  and  to  no  others  ;  but 
the  diploma  of  the  school,  which  authorizes  the  holder  to 
teach  in  any  public  school  in  the  State,  is  not  given  until 
aftet  one  year's  successful  experience  as  a  teacher.

^HE  Maryland  State  Normal  School,  established  \>y 
tlie  School  Law  of  1865,  and  re-organized  under  the 
Law  of  1868,  is  intended  for  the  "instruction  and 
practice  of  Teachers  in  the  science  of  education,  the  art  of 
teaching  and  the  mode  of  governing  schools." 


ADMISSION. 

Each  county  is  entitled  to  send  two  students  for  each  of 
its  representatives  in  the  General  Assembly. 

The  apportionment  is  as  follows : 

Allegany  county,  10:  Anne  Arundel  county,  8 ;  Balti- 
more count}",  14;  Baltimore  city,  42;  Calvert  county,  6; 
Caroline,  6;  Carroll,  10  ;  Cecil,  10  ;  Charles,  6  ;  Dorches- 
ter, 8  ;  Frederick,  14  ;  Grarrett,  6  ;  Harford,  10  ;  Howard,  6  ; 
Kent,  6 ;  Montgomery,  8 ;  Prince  George's,  8 ;  Queen 
Anne's,  6;  St.  Mary's,  6;  Somerset,  6;  Talbot,  6;  Wash- 
ington, 12;  Wicomico,  6;  Worcester,  6. 
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Persons  desiring  to  enter  the  School,  shoukl  make  appli- 
cation to  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners  of  their  respec- 
tive counties.  The  law  requires  the  appointees  to  be 
selected  "by  the  several  Boards  of  County  School  Commis- 
sioners and  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools  of 
the  City  of  Baltimore,  from  among  persons  having  scholastic 
qualifications  hereinbefore  required  for  teachers,"  the  evi- 
dence of  which  shall  be  the  certificate  of  the  County  Exam- 
iner or  City  Superintendent  to  that  effect.  They  must  be 
not  less  than  sixteen  years  of  age  if  young  women^  and  not 
less  then  seventeen  if  young  men,  and  must  "  file  a  written 
declaration  that  their  object  in  obtaining  admission  is  to 
qualify  themselves  as  Public  School  Teachers,  and  that  it 
is  their  intention  to  engage  in  the  profession  of  teaching 
within  the  State." 

When  the  legal  quota  from  any  county  is  filled,  appli- 
cants from  that  county  should  address  the  Principal,  enclos- 
ing a  certificate  of  scholastic  qualifications  and  letter  of 
recommendation  from  the  County  Examiner. 

Students  who  are  under  age,  or  deficient  in  scholarship, 
can  enter  a  Preparatory  class-on  paying  the  Tuition  fees. 


SESSIONS. 

The  School  year  of  nine  months  is  divided  into  two  ses- 
sions. The  Fall  Session  commences  on  the  first  Tuesday  in 
September.  The  Winter  Session  commences  on  the  first 
Monday  in  January^  and  closes  on  the  last  Thursday  in  May. 

Students  will  be  admitted  to  entrance  in  the  first  week  of 
the  Fall  and  Winter  Sessions,  and  not  at  any  other  time, 
unless  previous  arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Prin- 
cipal to  that  effect. 
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New  Students  must  be  present  on  Tuesday,  September  7th, 
and  former  Students  desiring  a  re-examination  for  promotion, 
must  be  present  on  Wednesday.  Classes  will  be  formed  on 
Friday,  and  regular  recitations  begin  on  Monday,  September 
13th. 


EXPENSES. 

Students  appointed  by  the  County  School  Boards  or  by 
the  Baltimore  City  Board,  are  under  no  expense  for  tuition^ 
ordinary  text-books  and  school  stationery. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  appointees,  there  will  be  re- 
ceived, as  required  by  law,  a  limited  number  of  students  of 
the  proper  age  and  scholastic  acquirements,  "  who  shall  pay 
twenty-five  dollars  per  session  for  tuition,  and  purchase 
their  own  text-books."  Such  students  will  not  be  required 
to  file  a  declaration  to  become  teachers. 


BOAK'DING. 

Boarding  can  be  obtained  in  the  immediate  neighborhood 
of  the  school  at  prices  varying  from  $4.00  to  |5  a  week  ; 
and  within  half  an  hour's  walk,  at  |3.00  a  week.  The 
boarding  houses  selected  by  students  must  be  approved  by 
the  principal  before  the  students  are  admitted. 

Mrs.  Aiton  will  receive  a  limited  number  of  young  ladies 
as  boarders  at  the  rate  of  $80  for  the  Fall  Session  and  $100 
for  the  Winter  Session,  payable  in  advance.  Her  residence 
is  No.   206  Mosher  Street_,  one  square  from  the  School. 
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COUKSE   OF   INSTRUCTION. 

In  addition  to  a  review  of  the  elementary  studies  included 
in  a  teacher's  certificate  of  the  second  grade,  the  course 
embraces  the  studies  required  for  a  first  grade  certificate, 
namely  :  Geometry,  Algebra,  Book-Keeping,  Physiology  and 
Natural  Philosophy.  To  these  are  added,  English  Litera- 
ture, Latin,  Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy,  Chemistry, 
Botany,  Zoology,  Vocal  Music  and  Drawing.  Provision 
has  also  been  made  for  thorough  instruction,  at  the  expense 
of  the  Students,  but  much  below  the  ordinary  rates,  in 
French,  Clerman,  Painting,  Instrumental  Music  and  Tele- 
graphy. 

Inquiries  are  often  made  regarding  the  length  of  time 
required  to  complete  the  course.  It  is  impossible  to  give  a 
definite  answer  to  this  question.  The  examination  for  diplo- 
mas is  open  to  all  students  in  good  standing  who  have  been 
at  the  school  for  one  year.  Experience  shows  that  while 
some  students  have  graduated  in  one  year,  the  majority 
require  two  years  ;  and  some  three  years. 

The  main  object  of  the  school  is  to  give  professional  train- 
ing to  those  Avho  intend  to  become  teachers,  and  all  the 
departments  of  study  are  considered  as  means  to  this  end. 
But  the  general  course  is  well  adapted  to  those  who  have 
no  professional  object  in  view,  and  wish  merely  to  obtain  a 
thorough  and  liberal  education.  Certificates  will  be  given  to 
all  who  complete  the  required  course,  and  to  no  others  ;  but 
the  diploma  of  the  school^  which  authorizes  the  holder  to 
teach  in  any  public  school  in  the  State,  is  not  given  until 
after  one  year's  successful  experience  as  a  teacher. 
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ACADEMIC   DEPAKTMENT. 

The  Academic  Department  or  Model  Schools  will  open  on 
Monday,  September  13,  and  close  on  the  second  Thursday 
in  June. 

All  the  grades  belonging  to  Primary,  Grrammar,  and 
High  Schools  are  represented.  There  is  no  extra  charge 
for  Latin,  Singing,  Drawing  and  Calisthenics.  French, 
German,  and  Instrumental  Music  will  be  taught  at  Profes- 
sors'" rates. 

Fees  from  ^40  to  |7o  a  year,  payable  half-yearly  in  ad- 
vance.

^HE  Maryland  State  Normal  School,  established  by 
the  School  Law  of  1865,  and  re-organized  under  the 
Law  of  1868,  is  intended  for  the  "instruction  and 
practice  of  Teachers  in  the  science  of  education,  the  art  of 
teaching?  and  the  mode  of  governing  schools." 


ADMISSION. 

Bach  county  is  entitled  to  send  two  students  for  each  of 
its  representatives  in  the  General  Assembly. 

The  apportionment  is  as  follows  : 

Allegany  county,  10;  Anne  Arundel  county,  8;  Balti- 
more county,  14 ;  Baltimore  city,  42  ;  Calvert  county,  6 ; 
Caroline,  6;  Carroll,  10;  Cecil,  10;  Charles,  6;  Dorches- 
ter, 8  ;  Frederick,  14  ;  Garrett,  6  ;  Harford,  10  ;  Howard,  6  ; 
Kent,  6;  Montgomery,  8;  Prince  George,  8;  Queen 
Anne's,  6;  St.  Mary's,  6;  Somerset,  6;  Talbot,  6;  Wash- 
ington, 12;  Wicomico,  6;  Worcester,  6. 
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Persons  desiring  to  enter  tlie  School^  should  make  appli- 
cation to  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners  of  their  respec- 
tive counties.  The  law  requires  the  appointees  to  he 
selected  "  by  the  several  Boards  of  County  School  Commis- 
sioners and  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools  of 
the  City  of  Baltimore,  from  among  persons  having  scholastic 
qualifications  hereinbefore  required  for  teachers,"  the  evi- 
dence of  which  shall  be  the  certificate  of  the  County  Exam- 
iner or  City  Superintendent  to  that  effect.  They  must  be 
not  less  than  sixteen  years  of  age  if  young  women,  and  not 
less  than  seventeen  if  young  men,  and  must  "  file  a  written 
declaration  that  their  object  in  obtaining  admission  is  to 
qualify  themselves  as  Public  School  Teachers,  and  that  it 
is  their  intention  to  engage  in  the  profession  of  teaching 
within  the  State." 

When  the  legal  quota  from  any  county  is  filled,  appli- 
cants from  that  county  should  address  the  Principal,  enclos- 
ing a  certificate  of  scholastic  qualifications  and  letter  of 
recommendation  from  the  County  Examiner. 

Students  who  are  under  age,  or  deficient  in  scholarship^ 
can  enter  a  Preparatory  class  on  paying  the  Tuition  fees. 

SESSIONS. 

The  School  year  of  nine  months  is  divided  into  two  Terms. 
The  Fall  Term  commences  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  Sep- 
tember. The  Winter  Term  commences  on  the  first  Mon- 
day in  January,  and  closes  on  the  last  Thursday  in  May. 

Students  will  be  admitted  to  entrance  in  the  first  week  of 
the  Fall  and  Winter  Terms,  and  not  at  any  other  time, 
unless  previous  arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Prin- 
cipal to  that  effect. 
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New  Students  must  be  present  on  Tuesday,  September  6th, 
and  former  Students  desiring  a  re-examination  for  promotion, 
must  be  present  on  Wednesday.  Classes  will  be  formed  on 
Friday,  and  regular  recitations  begin  on  Tuesday,  Sep- 
tember 13th. 

EXPENSES. 

Students  appointed  by  the  County  School  Boards  or  by 
the  Baltimore  City  Board,  are  under  no  expense  for  tuition, 
ordinary  text-books  and  school  stationery. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  appointees,  there  will  be  re- 
ceived, as  required  by  law,  a  limited  number  of  students  of 
the  proper  age  and  scholastic  acquirements,  "  who  shall  pay 
twenty-five  dollars  per  session  for  tuition,  and  purchase 
their  own  text-books."  Such  students  will  not  be  required 
to  file  a  declaration  to  become  teachers. 


BOARDING. 

Boarding  can  be  obtained  in  the  immediate  neighborhood 
of  the  school  at  prices  varying  from  |4.00  to  $5.00  a  week ; 
and  within  half  an  hour's  walk,  at  $3.00  a  week.  The 
boarding  houses  selected  by  students  must  be  approved  by 
the  principal  before  the  students  are  admitted. 

Students  who  have  no  acquaintances  in  the  city  should 
make  early  application  to  the  Principal,  who  will  see  that 
they  obtain  suitable  accommodations.  A  few  can  be 
received  into  his  family.

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Inquiries  are  often  made  regarding  the  lengtli  of  time 
required  to  complete  the  course.  It  is  impossible  to  give  a 
definite  answer  to  this  question.  The  examination  for  diplo- 
mas is  open  to  all  students  in  good  standing  who  have  been 
at  the  school  for  one  year.  Experience  shows  that  while 
some  students  have  graduated  in  one  year,  the  majority 
require  two  years  ;  and  some  three  years.  Students  differ 
very  greatly  both  in  natural  ability,  and  acquired  prepara- 
tion. It  is  not  expected  that  all  shall  make  equal  advance- 
ment in  equal  times.  To  fail  to  pass  an  examination  is  of 
itself  no  disgrace.  The  disgrace  lies  in  the  want  of  due 
diligence;  or,  still  more,  in  the  desire  to  seem  to  be  that 
which  one  is  not. 

The  main  object  of  the  school  is  to  give  professional  train- 
ing to  those  who  intend  to  become  teachers,  and  all  the 
departments  of  study  are  considered  as  means  to  this  end. 
But  the  general  course  is  well  adapted  to  those  wiio  have 
no  professional  object  in  view,  and  wish  merely  to  obtain  a 
thorough  and  liberal  education.  Certificates  will  be  given  to 
all  who  complete  the  required  course,  and  to  no  others ;  but 
the  diploma  of  the  school,  which  authorizes  the  holder  to 
teach  in  any  public  school  in  the  State,  is  not  given  until 
after  one  year's  successful  ex^Derience  as  a  teacher.

The  Academic  Department  or  Model  School  will  open  on 
Monday _,  September  13;,  and  close  on  the  second  Thursday 
in  June. 

All  the  grades  belonging  to  Primary,  Grammar,  and 
High  Schools  are  represented.  There  is  no  extra  charge 
for  Latin,  Singing,    Drawing    and  Calisthenics.      French, 
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German,  and  Instrumental  Music  will  be  taught  at  Profes- 
sors' rates.

Each  county  is  entitled  to  send  two  students  for  each  of 
its  representatives  in  the  General  Assembly. 

The  apportionment  is  as  follows: 

Allegany  county,  10;  Anne  Arundel  county,  8;  Balti- 
more county,  14;  Baltimore  city,  42;  Calvert  county,  6; 
Caroline,  6;  Carroll,  10;  Cecil,  10;  Charles,  6;  Dorches- 
ter, 8;  Frederick,  14;  G-arrett,  6;  Harford,  10;  Howard,  6; 
Kent,  6 ;  Montgomery,  8 ;  Prince  George,  8 ;  Queen 
Anne's,  6;  St.  Mary's,  6;  Somerset,  6;  Talbot,  6;  Wash- 
ington, 12;  Wicomico,  6;  Worcester,  6. 
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Persons  desiring  to  enter  the  Scliool,  should  make  appli- 
cation to  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners  of  their 
respective  counties.  The  law  requires  the  appointees  to  he 
selected  "by  the  several  Boards  of  Count)^  School  Commis- 
sioners and  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools 
of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  from  among  persons  having  scho- 
lastic qualifications  hereinbefore  required  for  teachers," 
the  evidence  of  which  shall  be  the  certificate  of  the  County 
Examiner  or  City  Superintendent  to  that  effect.  They  must 
be  not  less  than  sixteen  years  of  age  if  young  women,  and 
not  less  than  seventeen  if  young  men,  and  must  ''file  a 
written  declaration  that  their  object  in  obtaining  admission 
is  to  qualify  themselves  as  Public  School  Teachers,  and  that 
it  is  their  intention  to  engage  in  the  profession  of  teaching 
within  the  State." 

When  the  legal  quota  from  any  county  is  filled,  appli- 
cants from  that  county  should  address  the  Principal,  enclos- 
ing a  certificate  of  scholastic  qualifications  and  letter  of 
recommendation  from  the  County  Examiner. 

Students  who  are  under  age,  or  deficient  in  scholarship, 
can  enter  a  Preparatory  class  on  paying  the  Tuition  fees. 


SESSIONS. 

The  School  year  of  nine  months  is  divided  into  two  Terms. 
The  Fall  Term  commences  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  Sep- 
tember. The  Winter  Term  commences  on  the  first  Wed- 
nesday in  January,  and  closes  on  the  last  Thursday  in  May. 

Students  will  be  admitted  to  entrance  in  the  first  week 
of  the  Fall  and  Winter  Terms,  and  not  at  any  other  time, 
unless  previous  arrangements  have  been  made  with  the 
Principal  to  that  effect. 
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New  Students  must  be  present  on  Tuesday,  September  5th, 
and  former  Students  desiring  a  re-examination  for  promotion 
must  be  present  on  Wednesday.  Classes  will  be  formed  on 
Friday,  and  regular  recitations  begin  on  Monday,  Sep- 
tember 11th. 

EXPENSES. 

Stui^ents  appointed  by  the  County  School  Boards,  or  by 
the  Baltimore  City  Board,  are  under  no  expense  for  tuition, 
ordinary  text-books  and  school  stationery. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  appointees,  there  will  be 
received,  as  required  by  law,  a  limited  number  of  students 
of  the  proper  age  aud  scholastic  acquirements,  "  who  shall 
pay  twenty-five  dollars  per  session  for  tuition,  and  purchase 
their  own  text-books."  Such  students  will  not  be  required 
to  file  a  declaration  to  become  teachers. 


BOARDING. 

Boarding  can  be  obtained  in  the  immediate  neighborhood 
of  the  sclrool  at  prices  varying  from  $4.00  to  $5.00  a  week ; 
and  within  half  an  hour's  walk,  at  $8.00  a  week.  The 
boarding  houses  selected  by  students  must  be  approved  by 
the  principal  before  the  students  are  admitted. 

Students  who  have  no  acquaintances  in  the  city  should 
make  early  application  to  the  Principal,  who  will  see  that 
they  obtain  suitable  accommodations.

GtENERAL  Eeview  of  all  Studies. 

Inquiries  are  often  made  regarding  the  length  of  time 
required  to  complete  the  course.  It  is  impossible  to  give 
a  definite  answer  to  this  question.  The  examination  for 
diplomas  is  open  to  all  students  in  good  standing  who  have 
been  in  the  Senior  class  for  one  year.  Experience  shows 
that  while  some  students  have  graduated  in  one  year,  the 
majority  require  two  years;  and  some  three  years.  Students 
differ  very  greatly  both  in  natural  ability,  and  acquired 
preparation.  It  is  not  expected  that  all  shall  make  equal 
advancement  in  equal  times.  To  fail  to  pass  an  examina- 
tion is  of  itself  no  disgrace.  The  disgrace  lies  in  the  want 
of  due  diligence ;  or,  still  more,  in  the  desire  to  seem  to  be 
that  which  one  is  not. 

The  main  object  of  the  school  is  to  give  professional  train- 
ing to  those  who  intend  to  become  teachers,  and  all  the 
departments  of  study  are  considered  as  means  to  this  end. 
But  the  general  course  is  well  adapted  to  those  who  have 
no  professional  object  in  view,  and  wish  merely  to  obtain  a 
thorough  and  liberal  education.  Certificates  will  be  given 
to  all  who  complete  the  required  course,  and  to  no  others ; 
but  the  diploma  of  the  school,  which  authorizes  the  holder 
to  teach  in  any  public  school  in  the  State,  is  not  given  until 
after  one  year's  successful  experience  as  a  teacher. 
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ACADEMIC    DEPAETMENT. 

The  Academic  Department  or  Model  School  will  open  on 
Monday,  September  11,  and  close  on  the  second  Thursday 
in  June. 

All  the  grades  belonging  to  Primary^  Grammar,  and 
High  Schools  are  represented.  There  is  no  extra  charge 
for  Latin,  Singing,  Drawing  and  Calisthenics.  French, 
German,  and  Instrumental  Music  will  be  taught  at  Pro- 
fessors' rates. 

Fees  from  $40  to  $75  a  year,  payable  half-yearly  in 
advance.
